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obviating  the  palpable  erili  that  must  accrue  from  creating  these 
enormous  constituencies.  Why  not  adopt  in  boroughs  the  principle 
laid  down  in  the  great  Reform  Act  wiUi  regard  to  counties  ?  They 
assigned  members  to  different  divisions  of  a  county,  and  the  applica¬ 
tion  of  the  same  principle  to  boroughs  would,  in  his  opinion,  have 
been  a  great  improvement  of  the  Bill.  If  he  had  felt  any  alarm 
about  the  enfranchisement  in  those  vast  electoral  areas  of  an  immense 
number  of  unknown  voters,  he  would  have  regarded  it  as  a  com¬ 
pensating  circumstance  had  a  line  been  drawn  separating  the  enormous 
masses  into  manageable  bodies,  with  whom  a  candidate  might  have 
become  acauaint<^,  and  with  whom  he  might  have  easily  come  in 
contact.  It  was  in  his  estimation  a  great  evil  that  memMrs  should 
be  sent  to  that  House  without  knowing  their  constituencies.  He  con¬ 
fessed  that  he  had  a  sort  of  superstitious  aversion  to  interference  with 
sacred  subjects  like  these ;  but  in  this  case  they  had  the  principle  for 
which  he  contended  established  in  the  Reform  Act  of  1832.  Ho 
believed  the  adoption  of  this  principle  in  boroughs  would  induce  the 
voter  to  take  some  interest  in  his  franchise,  which  he  feared  he  would 
not  otherwise  do  ;  while,  at  the  same  time,  it  would  enable  a  can¬ 
didate  to  hold  communication  with  his  constituents  without  the  in¬ 
tervention  of  a  body  of  middlemen,  of  whom  he  wanted  to  get  rid. 
He  would  be  glad  if  some  gentleman  would  mature  this  idea.  It 
came  from  the  hon.  member  for  Rochdale,  and  on  his  authority  he 
recommended  it  to  the  House.  The  hon.  member  for  Rochdale  was 
known,  not  only  as  an  earnest  Reformer,  but  as  a  thoughtful  man. 
The  opinions  he  expressed  were  not  the  idle  suggestions  of  the  mind, 
but  matured  thoughts,  and  such  as  he  believed  would  prove  advan¬ 
tageous  to  the  country.  It  would  be  his  (Mr  Massey’s)  duty  to  sit  in 
the  chair  when  the  Bill  was  in  committee,  and  perhaps  it  would  not 
be  decent  in  him  then  to  urge  this  matter  upon  the  House  ;  but  he 
hoped  some  gentleman  would  tako  the  suggestion  into  consideration 
and  put  it  into  the  proper  shape.

A  larger  measure  than  the  Reform  Bill  could  not  have 
been  proposed  with  any  prospect  of  success,  but  its  fault 
is  a  want  of  comprehensiveness  and  proportion.  It  does 
all  in  one  direction.  There  is  extension,  and  little  but 
extension  of  the  suffrage.  Constituencies  already  large 
enough  are  made  larger,  in  some  instances  doubled  or 
nearly  tripled,  while  the  small  constituencies  will  remain 
pretty  nearly  as  unworthy  of  representation  as  they  are  at 
present.  The  inequalities  are  thus  immensely  increased, 
and  the  argument  against  the  petty  boroughs  proportionably 
strengthened. 

We  have  faith  in  numbers,  but  our  faith  in  numbers  does 
not  extend  to  the  belief  that  twenty  thousand  electors  will 
make  a  better  choice  than  ten  thousand,  or  that  twenty  thou¬ 
sand  are  even  as  well  qualified  to  choose  three  members  as 
ten  thousand  to  choose  two,  or  five  thousand  to  choose  one. 

The  more  the  numbers,  together  with  the  objects  of  choice, 
are  multiplied,  theworse  will  be  the  result.  For  instance, 
what  would  the  representation  be  if  there  were  no  divisions 
of  counties  and  towns,  and  the  550  members  were  chosen  by 
the  electors  of  Great  Britain  in  the  gross  ?

And  to  argue 
the  question  of  the  Ballot  fully  and  fairly  out  we  sho^d 
begin  with  the  inquiry  whether  it  is  admitted  or  denied 
that  the  elector  has  a  public  duty,  and  if  so,  whether 
that  duty  is  or  is  not  to  give  his  vote  in  accordance  with 
his  opinion  of  the  fitness  of  the  candidate,  and  to  be  swayed 
by  no  other  consideration.  If  these  points  be  admitted, 
as  we  think  they  must,  there  is  an  end  of  all  the  rubbish 
nbout  the  violation  of  promises,  and  the  cant  about  hypo¬ 
crisy.  But  really,  men  who  have  passed  their  lives  in 
familiarity  with  the  abuses  of  the  el^toral  system  seem  to 
have  contracted  the  notion  that  the  elector  has  no  public 
duty,  that  he  is  merely  a  mouthpiece  into  which  a  vote  is 
to  be  put  either  by  a  bribe  in  the  hand  or  a  fear  in  the 
heart,  and  that  the  only  moral  obligation  bearing  upon 
him  Is  to  be  os  bad  as  his  word,  whatever  that  may  be. 
To  this  doctrine  we  have  often  applied  the  test  of  the 
inquiry,  Jf  your  servant  has  promi^  to  open  your  door 
to  the  midnight  thief  and  cut^roat,  which  is  the  greater 
offence,  for  him  to  violate  his  wicked  engagement,  or  to 
deliver  you  up  to  robbery  and  murder  ?

When  the  French  Minister  asserts  that  “  it  is  proved

**  to  intervene  in  the  affairs  of  Italy,”  he  not  only  asserts 
what  U  notoriously  false,  but  what  can  be  disproved  out  of 
his  own  lips,  for  in  February  last  what  was  his  statement  to 
Iz>rd  Cowley  ?  In  reply  to  the  inquiries  of  the  English 
Government,  M,  Thouvenel  admitted  that  “  among  the 
**  possible  arrangements  discussed  between  the  French  and 
“  Bardinian  Governments,  when  they  found  themulve*  likely 
“  to  be  enpged  side  by  side  in  a  war  with  Austria,  was  the 
t*  ssssion  to  France,  in  certain  contingencies,  of  Savoy  grid 
«  the  county  of  Nice,”  ^  The  speculation,  therefore,  dates 
pf0m  before  the  campaign,  and  in  seeking  now  to  assign 
it  a  later  origin,  M.  Thouvenel  only  falsifies  a  piece  of 
history  which  he  made  himself.  He  is  our  very  witness 
that  when  Im  master  crossed  the  Alps  with  high-sounding 
words  in  his  mouth,  Savoy  was  the  poor  but  fixed  idea  in 
his  heart.  We  are  indeed  justified  in  asking  to  what  other 
part  of  his  scheme  has  the  Emperor*been  constant,  what 
other  can  he  boast  of  having  realised?  At  this  very 
mop^nt,  when  he  is  withdrawing  his  troops  from  the 
Peninsula,  he  is  compelled,  in  order  to  mske  out  his  lame 
defence  in  the  face  of  Europe,  actusBy  to  prove  that  the 
Meat  deeds  t^t  have  been  d^e  in  Italy  are  no  exploits  of 
his ;  his  Minister  goes  into  an  elaborate  argument  to  show 
that  Italian  patriotism  owes  France  next  to  nothing.  The 
Emperor  coolly  sacrifices  his  fame  to  vindicate  his  fraud. 
^  could  not,  he  says,  have  meditated  the  theft  of  Savoy, 
because  if  he  had  he  would  never  hftvo  prosecuted  the

mankind,  whom  it  is  just  as  much  tho  right  of  a  civilised 
people  to  suppress  as  it  is  to  destroy  sea  rovers,  whom, 
by  the  way,  we  bound  ourselves  by  the  Treaty  of  Tien-tsin 
to  assist  ^e  Chinese  Government  in  putting  down. 

This  being  done,  and  in  occupation  of  the  Taku  Forts, 
we  should  be  in  a  most  favourable  attitude  to  open  a  fresh 
negotiation  with  the  Chinese  Government.  With  the  best 
grace  wo  can  command  we  ought  to  surrender  the  stipula¬ 
tion  for  a  Besident  Ambassador ;  and  the  easy  substitute  for 
it,  which  would  put  us  in  ready  communication  with 
the  Imperial  Government,  was  distinctly  proposed  to  Lord 
Elgin  by  the  Chinese  Plenipotentiaries  at  Shanghai,  the 
very  men  who  negotiated  with  us  the  Treaty  of  Tien-tsin. 
In  a  letter  to  his  lordship,  they  entreated  him  not  to  insist 
on  the  stipulation  for  a  Sesident  Ambassador,  which  would 
bo  of  no  use  to  us,  while  it  would  be  destructive  to  the  Im¬ 
perial  Government,  already  weakened  by  a  long  rebellion. 
They  ofiered,  instead,  to  supply  an  Imperial  Counsellor  or 
Secretary  of  State,  to  reside  at  any  place  pointed  out  by  the 
British  Plenipotentiary,  and  particularly  naming  Nankin 
as  a  locality  convenient  to  both  parties.  This  agreed  to, 
we  should  surrender  to  the  Chinese  the  places  taken  from 
the  rebels  and  the  Taku  Forts,  and  then  all  the  ports  on 
the  Tang-tse-Eiang,  to  be  by  the  Treaty  thrown  open  to 
our  trade,  would  be  at  once  available,  instead  of  waiting 
until  the  overthrow  of  the  rebels  as  prescribed  by  tho 
Convention. 

Under  such  conditions  we  have  not  the  least  doubt  but 
that  amicable  relations  would  at  once  be  established  with 
the  Chinese  Government,  and  that  a  trade  which  is  now  of 
the  value  of  40,000,000/,  and  which  has  been  doubled  in  | 
seventeen  years,  would  be  again  doubled,  and  that  even  in  | 
a  shorter  period.  Even  under  the  arrangement  we  have 
suggested  we  cannot,  indeed,  get  rid  (although  we  may 
lessen  its  cost)  of  the  large  army  which  is  now  in  China, 
or  on  its  way  to  it.  The  mere  cost  of  conveying  that  army 
from  India  to  China  and  bringing  it  back  again  mnst  be 
enormous.  Already  the  demand  for  transports  has  raised 
freights  to  England  from  40s.  to  80s.  a  ton,  while  ships  are 
hir^  by  Government  to  convey  troops  to  China  at  the  rate 
of  from  16s.  to  20s.  a  month,  equal  on  an  average  to  near 
11/.  a  ton  per  annum,  which  for  100,000  tons  of  shipping, 
supposing  such  an  amount  would  suffice,  would  alone 
amount  to  above  a  million  sterling.

Has  the  Beer  Act  sup¬ 
pressed  adulteration  in  beer  ?  But,  dear  Boniface,  was  tho 
ale-house  beer  free  from  adulteration  before  beer-houses 
had  existence,  and  what  is  that  you  have  got  in  your  bot¬ 
tles  labelled  wdnes  an(i  spirits?  What  is  your  port  made 
of?  Did  you  not  complain  that  a  certain  candidate  at  the 
last  Guzzl^own  election  had  some  Port  down  from  London, 
though  you  had  been  making  with  your  own  hands  some 
of  the  best  of  Port  wine,  as  good  as  any  gentleman  who  is 
a  gentleman  could  desire  to  drink. 

Boniface  then  proceeds  to  bewail  Mr  Gladstone's  infernal 
plot  against  British  drinks,  which  are  to  be  sacrificed  to 
claret,  burgundy,  and  other  foreign  products.  Hysterically 
tho  honest  man  adds,  almost  choked  by  his  words— 
“  customers  will  call  in  vain  for  stout,  home-brewed,  rum, 
“  gin,  and  whisky.”  The  comma  is,  we  believe,  misplaced, 
and  the  true  reading  is  home-brewed  rum.  But  imagine 
Britons  with  throats  so  dry  they  can  hardly  articulate, 
calling  in  vain  for  double  X  and  old  Tom. 

But  what  most  troubles  tho  mind  of  Boniface  is  the 
coming  deluge  of  drink.  Boniface  is  all  for  sobriety,  and 
he  foresees  that  the  women  will  all  get  drunk  should 
wine  be  sold  in  refreshment  rooms. 

Is  drunkneneas  not  sufficiently  prevalent  now,  that  we  should 
quadruple  its  opportunities  and  temptations?  'Women  are  now 
ashamed  to  bo  seen  at  the  bar  of  beer  or  public-houses.  They  resort 
to  the  pastrycook’s,  the  confectioner’s,  the  eating-house.  But  if 
they  can  find  wine  where  they  resort  only  for  pastry,  soup,  or  coffee, 
tho  question  will  be,  not  how  many  indulge  in  wine,  but  how  few 
abstam  ? 

And  all  this  stimulus  to  seoret  female  tippling,  this  avowed  incite¬ 
ment  by  Government  itself  to  winebibbing,  for  what  ? 

Boniface  has  also  his  political  and  social  misgivings. 

To  give  a  wine  licence  to  every  subject  who  pays  for  it  is  to 
legalise  every  place  of  public  resort,  every  club  of  dissipation,  every 
place  of  assignation,  every  rendezvous  of  vice  or  crime.  A  hut,  a 
stable,  a  cowshed,  a  travelling  wi^gon,  will  be  covered  by  the  defini¬ 
tion.

noble  lord  that  the  paltry  Act  of  Lord  Derby’s  administra¬ 
tion  was  a  settlement,  or  who  was  authorized  to  tell 
BO  ?  By  settlement  of  course  is  meant  a  compromise  and 
bargain  on  the  subject  between  the  parties,  but  the  only 
compromise  on  tho  question  of  the  Jewish  disabilities  was 
in  the  ranks  of  the  Conservatives,  between  their  will  and 
their  power  to  persist  in  an  unjust  and  unoharitable  policy. 
They  had  neither  the  wisdom  to  retract  an  error,  nor  tho 
firmness  to  persist  in  it ;  so  their  weakness  and  their  bi¬ 
gotry  met  in  council,  and  agreed  together  to  admit  the 
Jews,  still  protesting  against  the  admission  even  in  the 
solenm  name  of  Clmstianity.  There  was  no  other  bar¬ 
gain  but  this  shameful  one,  resulting  in  a  shabby  con¬ 
trivance  producing  a  liberal  and  desirable  effect  in  the 
most  illiberal  and  unsatisfactory  manner.  Hod  Sir  Bobert 
Peel  acted  like  Derby,  the  Roman  Catholics  would  have 
been  admitted  to  Parliament  just  as  the  Jews  are  now,  and 
would  that  have  been  a  settlement  of  the  Catholic  quas- 
tion  ?  That  question  was  settled  because  Catholics  mid 
Protestants  were  placed  on  the  same  level.  The  Jewish 
question  is  not  settled  yet,  bcoause  tho  measuro  of  an  infe¬ 
rior  statesman  to  Sir  Robert  Peel  did  not  place  the  rights 
of  the  Jew  on  the  same  broad  platform  with  those  of  the 
rest  of  the  community.  But  when  men  like  Lord  Bobert 
Cecil  talk  of  settlements,  they  talk  nonsense,  not  philoso¬ 
phy.  The  true  doctrine  was  stated  by  Mr  Boebuoi^  when 
he  said  ''  the  world  is  going  on,  only  the  noblo  lo^  lags 
behind ;  so  from  day  to  day  laws  and  institutions  are 
«  changed,  altered,  and  improved,  not  settled.”  But  there 
is  always,  of  course,  on  approximation  to  settlement,  in 
proportion  as  .measures  are  frramed  with  wisdom,  and  in 
conformity  with  the  immutable  principles  of  truth  and 
justice.  Illiberal  statesmmiship,  always  prating  of  settle¬ 
ments,  is  incapable  of  settling  anything.  We  Imve  only  to

honest  Boniface  much  in  sorrow,  but  much  more  in  anger. 
Who  can  imagine  jolly  Boniface  in  grief?  Who  can  pic¬ 
ture  him  a  martyr  as  he  stands  amongst  his  bottles  and  taps 
ii^  his  bar,  with  his  rubicund  face  and  fair  round  belly  ? 
But  so  it  is,  he  is  the  most  oppressed  and  long-suffering  of 
mMi,  and  nothing  but  his  drmk  has  kept  him  up.  But  now 
the  cup  is  too  friU.  We  do  not  mean  the  cup  of  liquor,  that 
nan  never  be  too  full,  but  the  cup  which  toat  arch  enemj 
of  mankind  the  Chancellor  of  the  Exchequer  fills.  Bom- 
feae  oan  bear  it  no  longer,  and  he  runs  blubbering  like  a 
child  to  Parliament,  and  in  batter-pudding  accents,  broken 
with  sobs,  declares  that  **  it  pleases  Parliament  and  Govem- 
**  ment  never  to  leave  license  victuallers  alone.”  Hear  the 
wail  of  this  interest  uttered  in  a  memorial  of  the  Licensed 
Victuallers  against  the  licensing  of  refreshment  houses  to 
sell  wine,  Ac. : 

We  are  peipetuallv  disturbed  bj  threats  of  change,  Gt  bj  actual 
experiment.  Ws  are  made  the  victims  of  endless  fiiscal  crudities 
and  irksome  restrictions.  No  sooner  are  we  settled  down  in  patient 
aub  mission  to  these  inflictions  than  our  prospects  are  overclouded, 
and  our  trade  materially  injured,  by  a  renewal  of  the  same  restless 
tampering  with  its  details.  We  have  to  submit  to  soldiers  being  bil- 
letea  on  us ;  to  the  discretionary  interference  of  the  magistracy  ;  to 
the  domiciliary  superintendence  of  the  constabulary  and  excise  ;  to 
a  partial  restriction  as  to  hours  imposed  on  no  other  claae ;  to  heavy 
paymenta  for  licences;  and,  virtually,  to  the  burden  of  collecting 
horn  the  people  the  greater  portion  of  the  vast  revenue  drawn  from 
beer,  spinta,  and  wine.  W«  are  bound  by  law  to  open  our  houses 
to  every  saffiact  who  obooeea  to  seek  accommodation.  We  are  made 
yesponBble  for  the  security  of  all  property  deposited  in  our  premises  ; 
ana  in  return  for  all  this  we  are  constantly  made  the  ^>ort  of  legisla¬ 
tion,  or,  what  is  perhaps  even  more  hurtnil,  of  the  threat  of  it.  No 
trade  can  bear  up  against  this  perpetual  tinkering  interferenoe ;  and, 
pnee  for  all,  we  earnestly  entrsat  mat  there  may  be  an  end  to  it,  that 
we  may  know  the  worst,  and  be  no  longer  made  the  subject  of  a 
course  of  policy  which  unsettles  everything,  and  settles  nothing. 

After  this  lively  outburst  of  indignation  Boniface  becomes 
learned,  and  refers  to  Uie  law  of  Rome  originating  in  the 
fact  that  unprivileged  innkeepers  in  ancient  times  were 
found  to  be  in  league  with  thieves  for  the  plunder  of  their 

f;uests.  In  modem  times  the  lea^e  has  ceased,  the  land- 
ord  unaided  sometimes  finding  himself  quite  sufficient  for 
the  same  end. 

Boniface  asks  for  sununary  execution : 

Let  us  know  whst  is  to  be  our  fate,  and  put  us  out  of  pain,  either 
of  the  suspense  of  hope,  or  of  the  fear  of  ruin.  Do  not  nibble  away 
our  property  by  imperoeptible  degrees,  or  in  dribblets,  which  surely 
exhaust  us  at  hut,  but  do  not  wsni  us  sufficientlj  to  prepare  us  U> 
meet  our  positioo. 

But  we  thought  he  bad  shown  that  bis  condition  was 


to  repeat  the  infliction.  We  shall  content  ourselves  with 
observing  that  the  contrast  between  a  Goldsmid  and  a 
Cecil  is  more  in  favour  of  Judaism  than  of  Christianity. 
To  a  Jew  of  Sir  Francis’s  enlightenment  and  liberality  a 
Christian  might  well  address  the  old  exclamation,  ”  Talis 
”  quum  sis,  utinam  noster  esses  1  ”  but  to  a  Christian  of  tho 
noble  lord’s  stamp,  judging  of  his  religion  by  Im  language 
and  conduct  as  a  public  man,  no  Jew  will  be  likely  to  pay 
the  same  compliment. 

Among  those  who  chastised  Lord  Bobert  Cecil  os  be 
merited  we  do  not  observe  the  name  of  a  single  member  of 
his  party.  The  Conservative  leaders,  having  admitted  tho 
Jews  into  the  House,  however  ungraciously,  would  only 


show  the  spirit  of  gentlemen  in  defending  them  from  the 
coarse  insults  of  their  followers.  Mr  W^polo  was  parti¬ 
cularly  called  upon  to  add  his  rebuke  to  Mr  Gladstone’s 
and  Bir  G.  C.  Lewis’s,  as  it  was  a  passage  in  Mr  Wal¬ 
pole’s  speech  that  furnished  his  noble  friend  with  tho 
occasion  for  his  indecent  escapade.

For  a  well-digested  study  of  Malone’s  life  there  is  no 
want  of  materid  in  Sir  James  Prior’s  volume.  Notes 
scattered  by  Malone  over  the  leaves  of  his  books  now  in 
the  Bodleian ;  letters  of  his  and  memoranda  from  a  member 
of  his  family;  an  unpublished  note- book  in  which  ho 
recorded,  during  the  years  between  1783  and  1792, 
anecdotes  of  his  contemporaries  picked  up  at  the  Literary 
Club  or  in  society ;  familiar  letters  addressed  to  him  by 
his  friends  the  late  Earl  of  Charlemont  and  Robert  J ephson, 
now  first  printed ;  letters  from  Burke,  introduced  into  the 
short  memoir  of  Malone  by  James  Boswell  the  younger; 
with  gatherings  of  publish^  and  unpublished  matter  from 
many  sources,  give  their  value  to  the  pages  now  before  us, 
but  their  interest  is  very  much  obscured  by  the  attempt 
made  to  present  them  in  the  form  of  a  biography.  All 
that  is  to  be  found  in  Sir  Jeunes  Prior’s  book  beyond  simple 
transcription  or  work  of  the  scissors  is  excess.  There  is 
but  the  shadow  of  an  estimate  of  Malone’s  literary  character 
as  one  of  the  most  distinguished  of  the  editors  of  Shake- 


his  deep  devotedness  to  the  head  of  the  Church ;  announcing 
his  rcamness  to  defend  him,  to  contribute  to  the  splendour 
of  his  Court,  and  pay  homage  to  his  sovereignty.

The  opposition  of  Austria  to  the  union  of  Central 
Italy  with  Sardinia  has  b^n  confined  to  the  adjourn¬ 
ment  of  renewed  diplomatic  intercourse  with  the  latter 
kingdom,  and  to  an  intimation  from  Count  Rcchberg  to  the 
French  ambassador  at  Vienna  that  the  attitude  of  Austria 
would  be  defensive,  though  observant.  The  question  of 
the  Savoy  and  Nice  annexation  has  passed  through  some 
new  phases.  On  Wednesday  the  Emperor  of  the  French 
received  the  Savoyard  deputation,  and  told  them  that 
although  the  principle  of  the  reunion  of  Savoy  and  Nice  to 
France  had  been  resolved  upon,  consideration  for  the 
interests  of  Switzerland  had  almost  caused  a  cession  of 
territory  to  be  promised  (the  provinces  of  Chablais,  Fau- 
cigny,  and  the  Genevois  being  meant),  but  that  he  had 


formally  protested  against  it.  Neither  does  it  appear  that 
the  Nizzaids  are  extremely  anxious  to  throw  themselves 
into  the  Emperor’s  arms — French  telegrams  notwith¬ 
standing — since  the  municipal  junta  of  Nice  has  voted 
against  annexation,  and  sent  a  delegate  to  Turin  to  uige 
the  Sardinian  Government  to  prevent  it.  The  unproduced 
despatch  of  yesterday  week  was  published  in  the  Moniteur 
of  ^Hiursday.  It  is  an  expose  des  motifs,  by  M.  Thouvenol, 
wUch  led  the  Emperor  of  the  French  to  depart  from  the 
**  idea  ”  for  which  he  went  to  war  with  Austria.  The 
ug^ument  for  the  annexation  of  Savoy  and  Nice  resolves 
itself  into  the  all^;ed  danger  which  might  result  from  the 
establishment  of  a  kingdom  in  Italy  of  far  greater  im¬ 
portance  and  dimensions  than  waa  ever  contemplated  when 
the  stmulations  of  Villafranca  were  agreed  on.  To  the  pro¬ 
test  of  Dr  Kem,  M.  Thouvenel  has  replied  in  a  despatch  to 
the  French  Charge  d’AfiOures  at  Berne,  in  which  he  endea¬ 
vours  to  show^that  the  neutralisation  of  Chablais  and  Fau- 
dgny  was  not*  originally  arranged  with  a  view  to  the  pro¬ 
tection  of  the  Swiss  ^ntier.

EVENTS  IN  HUNGARY. 

{From  a  Corretpondent ) 

Pesth,  March  16. 

This  city  was  yesterday  the  theatre  of  one  of  those  saaguinary 
scenes  with  which  of  late  years  the  Hapsburgs  hare  stained 
their  annals.  The  day  was  the  anniversary  of  the  commence¬ 
ment  of  the  great  and  glorious  revolution  of  1848,  and  the  stu¬ 
dents  of  the  University,  together  with  a  considerable  number  of

In  speaking  of  Malone’s  active  research,  Sir  James  tells 
us  that  **  History  is  made  up  of  such  discoveries,  accidents, 
*•  or  combinations ;  biography  is  often  so.  Hand  inexpertu* 
**  loquor.'*  An  accidental  combination  would,  in  fact,  be  a 
fair  definition  of  the  present  Life  of  Malone. 

The  value  of  the  book  lies  in  the  good  shreds  that  have 
been  so  indifferently  joined  together ;  for  these  it  will  be 
read  now  by  many,  and  hereafter  referred  to  by  a  few. 
We  have,  space  only  for  the  quotation  of  some  anecdotes 
from  Malone’s  memorandum -book.  They  are  not  all  new, 
hut  some  that  are  old  are  worth  repeating.  Their  general 
tone,  when  they  do  not  refer  to  Malone’s  personal  ^ends, 
is  that  of  depreciation,  which  once  marked  more  strongly 
thun  it  does  to-day  the  gossip  of  society. 

It  is  a  singular  circumstance  that  the  late  Mrs  Pritchard,  who  was 
celebrated  in  the  part  of  Lady  Macbeth^  owned  not  long  before  she 
died  that  she  had  never  read  the  play,  nor  knew  any  more  of  it  than 
what  was  contained  in  her  own  part  written  for  her  by  the  prompter. 

Mr  Gibbon,  the  historian,  is  so  exceedingly  indolent  that  he  never 
even  pares  his  nails.  His  servant,  while  Gibbon  is  reading,  takes  up 
one  of  his  hands,  and  when  he  has  performed  the  operation  lays  it 
down,  and  then  manages  the  other — the  patient  in  the  meanwhile 
scarcely  knowing  what  is  going  on,  and  quietly  pursuing  his  studies. 

The  picture  of  him  painted  by  Sir  J.  Reynolds,  and  the  prints 
made  from  it,  are  as  like  the  original  as  it  is  possible  to  be.  When 
he  was  introduced  to  a  blind  French  lady,  the  servant  happening  to 
stretch  out  her  mistress’s  hand  to  lay  hold  of  the  historian’s  cheek, 
she  thought,  upon  feeling  its  rounded  contour,  that  some  trick  was 
being  played  upon  her  with  the  sitting  part  of  a  child,  and  exclaimed, 
“  Fidonc !  ” 

When  Or  Johnson  was  struck  with  the  palsy  a  few  days  ago  (June 
1783),  after  the  first  shock  was  over  and  he  had  time  to  recollect 
himself,  ho  attempted  to  speak  in  English.  Unable  as  he  found 
himself  to  pronounce  the  words,  ho  tried  what  he  could  do  with  Latin, 
but  here  he  found  equal  difficulty.  He  then  attempted  Greek,  and 
could  utter  a  few  words,  but  slowly  and  with  pain.  In  the  evening 
he  called  for  paper,  and  wrote  a  Latm  Hymn,  addressed  to  the  Creator, 
the  prayer  of  which  was  that  so  long  as  the  Almighty  should  suffer 
him  to  live,  he  should  be  pleased  to  allow  him  the  enjoyment  of  his 
understanding ;  that  his  intellectual  powers  and  his  body  should 
expire  together. 

BeligiouB  Service  in  Theatres.  A  Speech  delivered  by 
the  Earl  of  Shaftesbury,  in  the  House  of  Lords,  on 
Friday,  February  24th,  1860.  Corrected  by  Himself. 
Chapman  and  Hall. 

The  question  of  propriety  or  impropriety  in  the  walls 
within  which  labour  is  done  for  the  elevation  of  our  lowest 
classes  is  not  a  very  noble  one.  In  his  speech  on  Lord 
Dungannon’s  motion  against  the  use  of  theatres  on 
Sunday  for  the  gathering  of  thousands  of  outcasts  into 
some  semblance  of  common  worship.  Lord  Shaftesbury  bad, 
as  to  the  mere  brick-and-tile  question,  nothing  to  defend  and 
little  to  explain.  The  motion,  we  may  say,  was  based  upon 
the  opinion  held  of  theatres  by  men  who  boast  that  they  know 
nothing  about  them.  The  grandest  of  uninspired  truths 
to  be  found  in  the  whole  range  of  human  literature  are  to 
be  sought  in  the  works  of  an  English  dramatist.  What¬ 
ever  the  demerits  of  the  plays  of  any  generation,  they 
appeal  to  the  taste  of  the  day,  and  as  in  the  time  of  Charles 
the  Second  they  reflected  from  gross  scenes  the  license  of 
the  Court,  so  do  they  now  reflect  the  generous  and  cheerful 
spirit  of  the  middle  class,  on  which  they  depend  chiefly 
for  favour.  As  the  theatres  of  London  have  been  managed 
for  some  years  past,  we  believe  without  exception,  who¬ 
ever  asserts  that  their  week-day  associations  make  them 
unfit  places  for  Sabbath  worship,  simply  declares  that 
laughter,  and  kind  sympathies,  and  innocent  community 
of  pleasure  render  men  and  women  unworthy  to 
pray.  For  if  there  be  so  much  unworthiness  at¬ 
taching  to  the  brick  and  plaster  of  the  walls,  how 
vile  must  they  have  been  who  stained  the  very  bricks  with 
their  iniquity.  Sadler’s  Wells  Theatre,  especially  named 
in  Lord  Dungannon’s  motion,  has  been,  under  the  manage¬ 
ment  of  Mr  Phelps,  a  better  place  of  intellectual  and  moral 
training  on  the  week-day  than  certain  churches  are  upon 
the  Sabbath.  As  to  this  part  of  the  question,  therefore, 
little  need  be  said.  There  is,  of  course,  a  right  sentiment 
in  favour  of  buildings  set  apart  entirely  for  devotion,  but 
as  the  Archbishop  of  Canterbury  wisely  stated  the  case, 
**  while  on  the  one  side  there  is  a  natural  and  legitimate 

sentiment,  on  the  other  there  is  principle.”  Sympathy 
and  help  must  be  brought  home  to  the  masses,  and  this  is 
not  the  one  way  of  doing  it,  but  one  among  a  hundred 
ways.  It  may  produce  little  enough  of  true  result,  cer¬ 
tainly  much  less  than  is  desired,  and  probably  much  less 
than  is  believed  by  its  promoters ;  but  where  there  is  a 
large  work  to  be  done,  in  proportion  to  its  hopelessness 
must  be  the  resolve  against  despair,  in  proportion  to  the 
need  of  mighty  effort  must  be  the  determination  to  bring 
into  play  even  the  minutest  force  that  can  be  made  to  ope¬ 
rate  in  ^e  desired  direction. 

Upon  this  principle  Lord  Shaftesbury  has  worked  inces¬ 
santly,  not  as  a  man  who  has  found  a  hobby  in  some  single 
movement,  but  as  one  who  is  deeply  impressed  by  actual  and 
continual  study  of  the  condition  of  the  lowest  class  in 
our  town  populations,  and  who  throws  the  whole  weight  of 
his  social  and  intellectual  influence  into  every  sort  of 
endeavour  that  will  help  to  better  it,  whether  the  number 
it  may  benefit  be  but  a  dozen  or  a  thousand  men.  The 
preface  to  the  speech  before  us  powerfully  calls  public 
attention  to  what  Lord  Shaftesbury  regards  as  the  main 
root  of  all  the  misery  which  has  only  for  one  of  its  signs 
the  absence  of  more  than  half  the  people  of  the  towns  of 
T^gland  from  participation  in  religious  services  of  any 
kind.  Degradation  is  forced  on  the  poorest  classes  in  the 
hopeless  misery  of  what  are  to  be  call^  in  no  true  English 
sense  their  Homes. 


The  domiciliary  state  of  whole  Icgioos  of  our  fellow*  citizens  hu 
been  with  mo,  for  aomo  time,  a  subject  of  observation  and  inquiry  ; 
and  I  do  not  hesitate  to  assert  that  it  lies  at  the  root  of  nineteen- 
twentieths  of  the  mischiefs  that  we  ^k  to  redress.  Not  only  the 
actual  dwelling  but  the  situation  of  it,  the  character,  physical  and 
structural,  of  the  locality,  whether  it  be  street,  or  court,  or  alley,  or 
some  deep,  dark,  and  poisonous  recess,  never  penetrated  except  by  its 
own  wild  and  unknown  inhabitants,  must  be  included  within  the 
term  “domiciliary  state ;  ”  and  in  th^  places — low,  narrow,  with  a 
death -like  dampness,  impervious  to  light  or  air  (the  work  of  greedy 
speculators,  uncontrolled  by  law) — are  aggregated  all  the  fearful 
infiucnces  that  breed  evil  and  neutralise  go^,  whenever  it  seeks  to 
establish  a  footing  among  these  neglected  classes. 

Fever  and  disease  of  every  kind  prevail ;  a  poor  standard  of  physi¬ 
cal  strength,  the  results  of  the  fetid  atmosphere  they  inhale  by  day 
and  by  night,  deprives  them  of  power  to  do  able-bodied  work  ;  while 
loss  of  energy  and  depression  of  spirits  drive  them  to  seek  life  and 
support  in  vice  and  intoxication. 

Their  modes  of  existence  are  sometimes  diametrically  opposite.  A 
large  mass  is  found  in  the  perpetual  din  and  whirl  of  closed-packed 
multitudes.  A  smaller,  in  the  remote  and  silent  retreats  of  filth  and 
pestilence  (through  which  no  thorough-fare  passes),  dwells  in  a  kind 
of  savage  solitude,  seldom  emerging  by  day  from  their  hiding-places, 
and  rarely  visited.  But  whether  in  great  or  small  numbers,  whether 
in  the  most  active  or  the  most  tranquil  quarters,  all  are  equally  shut 
out  from  the  possibility  of  domestic  life.  A  dozen  families  in  a 
single  house,  though  barely  sufiicient  for  two ;  as  many  individuals 
of  both  sexes  and  of  all  ages  in  a  single  room,  the  common  and  only 
place  for  cooking,  washing,  sleeping ;  the  want  of  fresh  air,  the 
defect  of  water,  of  every  decency  and  of  every  comfort,  give  proof 
enough.  We  need  not  wonder  why  the  gin-shop  and  the  tap-room 
are  frequented  ;  why  the  crime  of  incest  is  so  rife ;  why  children  are 
ragged  and  ignorant,  and  the  honest  dignity  of  the  working  man’s 
home  degrad<^  or  forgotten.  These  poor  people,  by  no  fault  of  their 
own — for  they  did  not  create  the  evil,  nor  can  they  remedy  it — are 
plunged  into  a  social  state  which  is  alike  dishonourable  and  unsafe  to 
our  common  country. 

The  improvements  effected  under  the  Common  Lodging- 
House  Act,  though  very  limited  in  extent,  have  been 
within  their  limits  very  great,  and  Lord  Shaftesbury 
himself,  who  is  dumb  of  his  own  merits,  has  laboured 
more  effectually  than  any  other  man'  in  England  to 
establish  buildings  that  should  afford  to  the  poorest  families 
wholesome  and  comfortable  homes,  without  increase  of 
cost.  The  model  lodging-houses  have  not  yet  been  made 
to  yield  an  interest  on  capital  that  will  induce  their  advo¬ 
cacy  on  commercial  grounds.  They  are  a  safe  investment 
for  a  small  return.  Society  will  be  under  great  obliga¬ 
tion  to  the  builder  who  shall  discover  means  of  establish¬ 
ing,  on  the  expensive  ground  within  town  limits,  houses  in 
which  the  very  poor  may  be  rightly  and  cheaply  lodged, 
and  which  will  yield  a  certain  five  or  six  per  cent,  upon 
the  capital  required  for  their  construction. 

Poems  before  Congress.  By  Elizabeth  Barrett  Browning. 
Chapman  and  Hall. 

Mrs  Browning  dreams  of  a  day  when  there  shall  arise 
an  English  statesman  with  a  heart  too  large  for  England, 
and  the  praise  of  Engmnd  shall  be  not  so  much  from  her 
own  sons  as  from  the  populations  she  has  saved.  But 
now  the  Emperor,  who  alone  fights  for  an  idea,  is  perhaps, 
with  as  much  reason  as  rhyme,  glorious  to  her  as 
Emperor 
Evermore. 

*‘Emperor(e)  Evermore,”  is  the  burden  of  the  first 
hymn  in  her  little  volume,  and  the  close  of  the  book  is  a 
curse  upon  this  nation  that  drew  no  sword  for  Italy, 
because  for  us  as  we  now  are — 

A  curse  from  the  depths  of  womanhood 
Is  very  salt,  and  bitter,  and  good. 

Selfish  England  having  received  better  gifts  than  the  present 
work  from  Mrs  Browning,  takes  her  friendly  mal^ction 
in  good  part,  admires  the  few  vigorous  thoughts  scattered 
through  the  volume,  and  desires  to  see  her  fr<^om  of  song 
subject  to  no  fetters  but  those  it  has  too  long  disdained,  of 
rhyme.  In  proportion  to  her  earnestness  seems  to  be  Mrs 
Browning’s  scorn  of  that  orthodoxy  in  the  formation  of 
rhymes  to  which  submission  has  been  made  by  every  serious 
poet  in  our  language  really  able,  as  Mrs  Browning  is,  to  put 
high  thought  into  enduring  words.  It  is  one  thing  to 
abandon  rhyming  as  below  the  dignity  of  earnest  minds, 
another  to  adopt  it  and  to  use  it  ill.  We  at  least  do  not 
recknon  it  a  merit  that  '  in  ore  Graio  Scythicus  apparet 
‘  rigor.’  Bad  rhymes  in  verse  are  very  much  like  an  im¬ 
pediment  in  speech ;  and  is  there  to  be  stuttering  upon  the 
lips  of  Plato  ?  Passion  and  domination,  beauties  and  a  foot 
is,  Modena  and  God  in  a,  schooner  and  oppugn  or,  vice  on 
and  suspicion,  are  examples  of  a  way  of  rhyming  surely  not 
below  correction  in  a  writer  who,  whatever  the  present  mis¬ 
direction  of  her  earnestness,  contributes  to  the  literature 
of  her  country.

The  firat  volume  of  this  interesting  work  was  noticed  by 
us  on  its  appearance  last  year,  when  we  expressed  our 
opinion  of  the  care  and  ability  with  which  the  task  of 
eating  was  performed  by  the  gentleman  to  whom  the 
Lords  Commissioners  of  the  Treasury  had  entrusted  it. 
We  have  only  to  say  that  Mr  Bond  pursues  his  labours 
with  the  same  credit  to  himself  and  advantage  to  the 
public. 

The  second  volume  contains  the  orations  delivered  upon 
the  celebrated  State  Trial,  from  that  of  Mr  Burke  of  the 
2l8t  of  April,  1789,  to  the  conclusion  of  Mr  Plumer’s 
speech,  which  was  commenced  on  the  23rd  of  February, 
1792.  It  therefore  includes  the  address  of  Mr  Hastings 
himself  on  the  2nd  of  June,  1791.  Mr  Bond  informs  us, 
as  he  did  in  the  former  volume,  of  the  materials  which  he 
has  had  at  his  disposal  in  every  instance.  The  authorities 
for  the  address  of  the  accused,  'which  in  consequence  of 


indisposition  was  not  orally  delivered,  but  read  to  the 
House,  are — 1st,  Gurney’s  Report;  2nd,  that  of  Mr  Hast¬ 
ings’s  own  short-hand  writer,  now  in  the  British  Museum ; 
3rd,  the  presumed  copy  of  the  notes  from  which  the 
address  was  read,  alr^y  printed  in  the  “  History  of 
the  Trial,”  Part  IV.  For  Mr  Burke’s  speech  there 
was  both  Mr  Gurney’s  cotemporaneous  report,  and  the 
orator’s  own  revision  of  it,  with  which  the  students  of 
eloquence  and  Indian  history  are  already  familiar  in  his 
published  works.  This  speech  was  begun  on  the  21st  of 
April,  1789,  but,  owing  to  Mr  Burke’s  illness  on  the  next 
day,  and  other  interruptions  afterwards,  was  not  concluded 
until  the  7th  of  the  following  month.  It  occupied 
altogether  four  days  in  the  delivery.  The  speech  betas,” 
Mr  Bond  truly  observes,  “  the  impress  of  the  marvellous 
“  power  and  richness  of  the  great  orator’s  mind ;  and 

while  abounding  in  passages  of  the  loftiest  eloquence, 

never  loses  sight  of  its  object  of  setting  the  circumstances 
“  of  the  charge  distinctly  before  the  Court,  and  heightening 
“  to  the  utmost  every  feature  in  the  transaction  to  which 
“  guilt  could  be  ascribed.”  We  take  these  remarks  from 
the  editor’s  Summary  of  the  Proceedings  ”  prefixed  to 
the  volume,  and  not  only  adding  materially  to  its  value, 
but  constituting  in  itself  a  chapter  of  history  extremely 
well  written,  which  we  strongly  recommend  to  any  reader 
who  desires  to  obtain  a  clear  and  comprehensive  view  of 
the  character,  management,  and  curious  vicissitudes  of  a 
trial  with  the  fame  of  which  all  Europe  rang  less  than  a 
century  since.  This  general  survey  is  a  new  feature  of 
the  work ;  and  to  make  it  complete,  Mr  Bond  has  included 
in  it  the  portion  of  the  trial  recoided  in  the  first  volume, 
supplying  what  would  more  properly  have  been  given 
there,  had  the  idea  of  so  useful  an  improvement  originally 
suggested  itself.  This  publication,  when  complete,  will 
not  only  be  an  important  historical  monument,  but  a 
welcome  contribution  to  our  legal  and  political  literature.

Thb  Aitmbxation  of  Nicb. — The  intelligence  given  in  the  House 
of  Commons  on  Monday  night  upon  the  authority  of  two  telegrams 
reoeived  from  Nioe  is  confirmed.  The  Municipal  Junta  of  Nice 
voted  against  annexation  to  France,  and  the  National  Guard  elected 
by  a  large  majority  a  colonel  attached  to  the  old  allegiance.  It  also 
appears  that  the  delegate  despatched  by  the  Municipality  of  Nice  is 
now  at  Turin,  and  is  engag^  in  urging  the  Sardinian  Government 
to  prevent  the  severance  of  the  county  of  Nice  from  the  kingdom  of 
Victor  Emmanuel.  The  Avenir  of  Nice  publishes  a  scheme  for  a 
reorganisation  of  the  French  departments  adjacent  to  the  county  of 
Nice.  The  city  of  Nice  is  to  become  the  capital  of  a  new  depart¬ 
ment  of  the  V ar,  which  will  be  divided  into  three  arrondissements — 
those  of  Nice,  Grasse,  and  Castellane,  and  will  comprise  210,000 
inhabitants.  The  present  department  of  the  Var,  enlarged  by  the 
arrondissement  of  Digne  as  a  compensation  for  Grasse,  will  take  the 
name  of  Est^rel  or  Verdon.  The  rest  of  the  department  of  the  Upper 
and  Lower  Alps  (with  the  exception  of  the  arrondissement  of  For- 
calquier  incorporated  with  Vaucluse)  will  become  “the  Department 
of  the  Alps,”  with  five  arrondissements  and  176,000  inhabitants. 

Fbakcb  and  Austria. — The  French  Ambassador  at  Vienna,  the 
Marquis  de  Moustier,  informed  the  Austrian  Government  last  week 
of  the  approaching  evacuation  of  Lombardy  by  the  French  troops, 
and  in  the  name  of  his  Government  expressed  a  wish  that,  after  the 
departure  of  the  French  troops,  Austria,  in  accordance  with  the  prin¬ 
ciples  contained  in  Count  Reohberg’s  despatch  of  the  17th  Feb.,  would 
continue  to  observe  non-intervention  in  the  affairs  of  Central  Italy. 
The  Austrian  Government  has  despatched  its  reply  direct  to  Paris. 
The  Austrian  note  says  that  since  the  interview  at  ViUafranca  the  Em¬ 
peror  Francis  Joseph  has  made  too  many  sacrifices  for  the  maintenance 
of  peace  to  be  able  to  recommence  a  struggle  which  would  soon  be¬ 
come  a  European  war.  But,  although  keeping  a  merely  observant 
attitude,  Austria  believes  nevertheless  that  she  must  draw  the  atten¬ 
tion  of  France  to  the  secret  intrigues  of  Sardinian  agents  in  Venetia, 
as  well  as  to  the  continued  provocations  of  the  Piedmontese  Ministry, 
and  she  repeats  most  distinctly  that  the  Emperor  Francis  Joseph  would 
not  hesitate  to  make  the  greatest  sacrifices  in  defence  of  his  rights 
over  Venetia. 

Ketcbn  of  thb  French®  Armv  from  Italy. — A  telegram  from 
Milan  of  the  21st  says  :  “  The  French  army  has  to-day  commenced 
its  return  movement  to  France,— the  80th  Regiment  of  the  Line  by 
way  of  Susa,  one  company  leaving  per  day ;  the  2nd  Regiment  of  the 
Line  by  way  of  Nice,  one  battalion  departing  daily.”  The  Patrie 
asserts  that  60,000  men  are  about  to  be  levied  in  Tuscany  and  25,000 
in  the  Emilian  provinces,  which  will  increase  the  Sardinian  army  to 

nearly  300,000  men. - The  Gonstitutionnel  publishes  an  article 

signed  by  M.  Grandguillot,  of  which  the  following  is  a  summary: 
The  withdrawal  of  the  French  troops  from  Italy  must  not  be  consi¬ 
dered  a  sign  of  coolness  between  France  and  Sardinia.  France  leaves 
Lombardy  because  the  independence  of  Italy  is  irrevocably  assured. 
Austria  only  intends  to  act  in  defence  of  the  frontiers  of  Venetia.  The 
loyalty  of  the  French  policy  could  not  occasion  her  any  embarrass¬ 
ment  on  this  subject.  The  withdrawal  of  our  army  from  Italy  is 
therefore  a  sign  of  an  approaching  solution  of  the  question  of  Italy, 
wd  not  a  si^inal  of  complications,  which  the  wisdom  as  well  as  the 
interest  of  Piedmont  will  know  how  to  prevent. 

Thb  Trial  of  the  Bishop  op  Orleans. — This  trial,  which  has 
so  much  interested  the  Paris  press,  was  brought  to  a  close  on  Tuesday. 
Its  history  is  this;  The  Bishop  of  Orleans,  M.  Dupanloup,  an  en¬ 
thusiastic  ultramontanist,  being  told,  in  the  course  of  a  bitter  contro¬ 
versy,  that  one  of  his  predecessors  in  the  see,  M^.  Rousseau,  who 
has  been  dead  and  buried  these  fifty  years,  expressed  opinions  different 
from  his  own,  replied  in  writing  that  Bishop  Rousseau  was  reputed  in 
the  diocese  to  be  but  a  “  poor  creature,”  and  that  he  had  sacrificed  his 
allenance  to  the  church  for  the  sake  of  promotion  and  the  patronage 
of  Napoleon  I.  In  consequence  of  these  observations  a  certain  widow 
Berlin,  an  obscure  old  woman  of  fourscore  and  upwards,  living  some¬ 
where  in  the  provinces,  and  who  is  a  collateral  relation  of  the  late 
Bishop  Rousseau,  was  put  forward  as  the  champion  of  the  honour  of 
her  family,  and  an  action  for  libel  was  brought  in  her  name  against 
the  Bishop  of  Orleans.  The  Imperial  Court,  in  delivering  its  sentence, 
repudiated,  in  the  most  distinct  manner,  the  right  of  an  individual  to 
prosecute  for  a  libel  in  the  name  of  his  dead  ancestor ;  and  asked  what 
IS  to  be  done  in  the  case  of  one  descendant  wishing  to  bring  an  action 
while  another  thinks  it  more  prudent,  at  the  same  time  more  respect¬ 
ful  for  the  memory  of  the  deceas^,  to  remain  quiescent.  After 
having  stigmatised  the  action  as  an  attempt  to  invent  a  new  offence, 
unknown  to  the  code— that  of  a  libel  upon  a  dead  person— the  judg¬ 
ment  explained  certain  decisions  which  have  been  supposed  to  coun¬ 
tenance  the  notion  as  proceeding  upon  the  fact  that  the  essence  of 
the  libel  in  those  cases  was  an  intention  to  injure  the  reputation  of 
living  persons  by  the  means  of  allusions  to  ^eir  ancestors.  In  the 
present  case  the  court  expressed  the  most  decided  opinion  that  the  in¬ 
criminated  letter  of  the  Bishop  of  Orleans  applied  solely  to  the 
memory  of  the  late  bishop,  and,  TOing  in  no  way  pointed  at  his  rela¬ 
tives  now  alive,  was  therefore  not  actionable. 

The  Swiss  Protest  against  thb  Annexation  op  Savoy. — 
The  following  is  ^  copy  of  the  Swiss  protest  which  was  delivered  to 
the  French  Minister  of  Foreign  Affairs  by  M.  Kern,  Minister  of 
Switzerland,  on  the  15th  inst :  “  Monsieur  le  Ministre,— In  conse¬ 
quence  of  a  despatch  from  Berne  I  am  to  inform  your  Excellency  that 
the  Federal  Council  have  addressed  to  the  Government  of  his  Majesty 
the  King  of  Sardinia  a  note  in  which  they  demand  the  maintenance  of 
the  stipulations  of  the  Treaty  of  1664,  confirmed  by  the  Treaty  of 
1816  between  Sardinia  and  Switzerland,  in  so  far  as  they  relate  to  the 
cession  of  the  actual  territory  of  Savoy  to  another  power.  I  am  to 
add  that  my  Government  regards  in  a  particular  manner  any  annexa¬ 
tion  of  the  neutralised  provinces,  Chablais,  Faucigny,  and  the  Gene- 
vois,  to  another  power,  as  in  contradiction  to  the  stipulations  of  the 
Tit  aties  of  1815,  which  guarantee  these  provinces,  in  the  interest  of 
S  wiss  neutrality,  as  if  they  were  an  integral  part  of  the  Confedera¬ 
tion,  and  declaring  *  that  they  are  to  enjoy  the  neutrality  of  Switzer- 
Iwd  in  the  same  manner  as  if  they  belonged  to  her.’  In  the  mean¬ 
time,  and  with  reference  to  the  considerations  which  I  had  the  honour 


to  explain  to  you  in  the  audience  which  you  were  good  enough  to 
grant  me  on  the  1 3th  of  March,  my  instructions  impose  on  me  the 
duty  of  protesting  formally,  in  the  name  of  the  Swiss  Confederation, 
a^inst  eve|w  measure  which  may  have  for  object  to  annex  these  pro¬ 
vinces  to  France,  till  such  time  as  the  Powers  of  Europe,  to  wnich 
the  Imperial  Government  has  itself  declared  that  it  would  submit  this 
question,  shall  have  decided.” 

Misobixanboub  Facti.— It  is  stated  that  the  export  duty  upon 
rags  which  the  Emperor  Napoleon  propoeee  to  subrtitute  for  the 
absolute  nrohibition  hitherto  in  force  will  amount  to  about  100  per 
cent,  on  toe  price  of  common  rags,  and  60  per  cent  on  the  price  of  j 
the  beet  quality.— Experiments  are  just  now  going  on  at  practice  I 
ground  of  Gavre,  near  Lorient,  with  a  new  description  of  cannon,  I 
which  is  said  to  throw  the  famous  eamm  completely  into  the  | 
shade.  It  is  not  rifled,  but  throws  oylindro-conioal  shot  at  immense 
ranges,  and  with  a  degree  of  accuracy  which  the  rifled  ordnance  seems 
incapable  of  attaining.  The  results  appear  to  be  as  surprising  as 
those  obtained  by  the  Whitworth  gun,  a  six-pounder  throwing  a  shot 
7,500  metres,  at  a  very  small  angle  of  elevation,  and  without  any 
deviation  to  the  right  or  left.  The  new  steam  ram  about  to  be  laid 
down  at  Cherbourg  will  be  100  metres  in  length  ;  fixed  to  its  bows 

will  be  a  spur  ten  metres  (about  fiAy  feet)  in  lenAb. - An  ancient 

usage,  which  dates  from  the  *imo  of  Henry  IV — that  of  giving  agri¬ 
cultural  lectures  on  Sunday  after  mass — has  lately  been  revived  in 

some  communes  of  France,  under  Government  patronage. - The 

Progres  of  Lyons  says  that  three  camps  will  be  organised  this  spring 
— one  at  ChAlons  (already  spoken  of),  another  at  Lun^ville,  and  a 
third  at  St  Omer,  and  that  the  troops  destined  to  form  them  will 
march  between  May  I  and  15.  Mar^al  the  Duke  of  Magenta  is  to 

command  the  whole. - The  Paris  papers  announce  as  a  literary 

event  that  the  flAh  volume  of  the  complete  translation  of  Shakspeares 
works  W  Francois  Victor  Hugo  has  jurt  issued  from  the  establish¬ 
ment  of  Pagnorre.  The  volume  contains  Othello  and  Cymbeline, 
faithfully  translated  and  felicitously  interpreted ;  and  each  preceded 
by  an  elaborate  introduction  developing  the  original  source  of  the 
plot,  illustrated  by  many  facts  and  documents  new  even  to  the  coun¬ 
trymen  of  Shaks^are. - It  is  said  that  the  Pope  has  bestowed  the 

vacant  cardinal’s  hat  on  the  Bishop  of  Orleans,  and  that  M.  de 
Merode  has  been  commissioned  to  inform  him  of  bis  nomination 
in  petto. 


ITALY. 

The  AImilian  Vote.- Signor  Farini  arrived  at  Turin  on  Sunday, 
at  twelve  o’clock,  and  was  presented  to  the  King  at  four  p.m.  Signor 
Farini  said:  “I  have  the  honour  to  place  in  the  hands  of  your 
Mmesty  the  legal  documents  containing  the  returns  of  the  universal 
suffrage  of  the  people  of  .£milia.  May  your  Majesty  deign  to  re¬ 
ceive  them  with  favour  as  a  token  of  gratitude  and  confidence.”  The 
King  replied  :  “  This  manifestation  of  the  national  will  is  so  universal 
and  so  spontaneous  that  it  confirms  to  Europe,  at  a  different  time  and 
under  altered  conditions,  the  vote  already  expressed  by  the  National 
Assemblies  of  iEmilia.  This  manifestation  completes  the  proofs 
of  the  order,  patriotism,  and  wisdom  by  which  those  peoples  have 
merited  universtd  sympathy  and  esteem.  I  accept  their  solemn  vote, 
and  henceforth  will  be  proud  to  call  them  my  peoples.  In  uniting 
to  my  ancient  provinces  not  only  the  States  of  Modena  and  Parma, 
but  also  the  Romagna,  which  has  already  separated  itself  from  the 
Papal  Government,  I  do  not  intend  to  fail  in  my  deep  devotedness 
to  the  Chief  of  the  Church.  I  am  ready  to  defend  the  independence 
necessary  to  the  Supreme  Minister  of  religion,  the  Pope;  to  contri¬ 
bute  to  the  splendour  of  his  Court,  and  to  pay  homage  to  his 
Sovereignty.  Our  Parliament,  in  receiving  the  representatives  of 
Central  ItMy,  will  assure  prosperity,  liberty,  and  independence  to 
the  new  kingdom.”  The  Official  Gazette  publishes  a  royal  decree 
annexing  the  provinces  of  ^Emilia  to  Sardinia,  and  a  second  convokes 
the  Electoral  Assemblies  of  the  JSmilian  provinces  for  the  25th  of 
March.  In  a  letter  from  Turin  of  the  18tb,  we  read  that  on  Friday 
last  week,  the  Episcopal  Court  of  Turin,  as  likewise  all  the  Episcopal 
Courts  of  the  kingdom,  received  the  text  of  the  excommunication 
pronounced  by  Rome,  on  account  of  the  annexation  of  the  Romagnas. 
On  the  same  evening  this  document  was  taken  by  the  grand-vicars 
of  Monsignore  Fransoni  (still  abseut  at  Lyons)  to  the  Minister  of 
Justice.  On  Saturday  the  Council  of  State  duly  informed  of  it,  de¬ 
clared  the  bull  null  and  void,  and  prohibited  the  publication  of  it,  on 
account  of  its  not  having  received  the  Royal  ecrequatur.  The  result 
of  the  voting  in  the  .£miiian  provinces  has  been  proclaimed,  and  is 
as  follows :  Total  number  of  electors  inscribed  on  the  lists,  526,258 ; 
number  who  voted,  427,612;  for  annexation  to  Piedmont,  426,006; 
for  separate  kingdom,  766  ;  cancelled,  760. 

Acczftancb  op  thb  Tuscan  Vote.  —  Baron  Ricasoli  arrived  at 
Turin  on  Thursday,  and  was  received  by  the  King  at  four  o’clock. 
HU  Majesty,  in  reply  to  a  congratulatory  speech  of  Baron  Ricasoli, 
said :  “  I  accept  the  vote  of  Tuscany,  which,  after  having  been  ex¬ 
pressed  by  the  National  Assembly,  U  now  confirmed  by  the  unanimity 
of  the  popular  suffrages.  Tuscany,  in  associating  her  destinies  with 
those  of  Piedmont,  far  from  renouncing,  continues  her  glorious  tra¬ 
ditions,  and  augments  their  importance  by  uniting  them  to  those  of 
the  other  parties  of  the  State.  The  Parliament  in  which  the  repre¬ 
sentatives  of  Tuscany  wiU  take  their  seats  beside  those  of  Piedmont, 
Lombardy,  and  the  iEmilia,  will  bring  the  laws  of  the  country  into 
conformity  with  the  fruitful  principle  of  liberty.  Tfaiu  Tuscany 
will  enjoy  the  blessings  of  administrative  autonomy,  without  weak¬ 
ening  the  union  of  power  and  the  national  will,  upon  which  the 
prosperity  and  the  indi^ndencs  of  the  country  are  principally 
dependent.”  The  King  then  signed  the  decree  annexing  Tuscany  to 
Sardinia. 

Tuscany.— A  decree  has  been  published  convoking' the  Electoral 
Assemblies  for  the  26th  March,  in  order  to  proceed  to  the  election  of 
deputies  to  the  Parliament.  A  solemn  religious  ceremony  took  place 
<m  the  18th,  the  occasion  of  the  publication  of  the  result  of  the  vote. 
The  Archbishop  intoned  the  7e  JJeum.  The  city  was  en ftto.  Shouts 
of  “  The  King  for  ever  I  ”  “  Ricasoli  for  ever  1  ”  were  general. 

The  Tuscan  Monitore  states  that  a  first  instalment  of  one  and  two 
franc  pieces,  with  the  efliOT  of  King  Yietor  Emmanuel,  has  been 
issued  by  the  mint  of  Florence,  and  that  a  large  quantity  of 
decimal  copper  money  coined  in  England  for  Tuscany  will  soon  be 
sent  over. 

AUSTRIA  AND  SARDINIA.— Austria  considering  the  annexation 
of  Central  Italy  to  Piedmont  as  a  flagrant  violation  of  the  Treaty  of 
Zurich,  which  formally  reserved  the  rights  of  the  deposed  Princes, 
has  resolved  to  a^oum  the  renewal  of  official  relations  with  the 
Court  of  Turin.  In  consequence  of  this  resolve  the  Baron  de  Brenner, 
who  was  to  fulfil  the  function  of  representative  of  Austria  at  Turin, 
has  returned  to  his  former  post  at  Athens. 

NAPLES. — A  popular  manifestation  hu  taken  place  at  Atri; 
banners  were  displayed  bearing  the  words  “  Victor  Emmanuel  for 
ever !  ”  The  police  checked  the  revolt ;  eighty  individuals  who 
were  compromised  fled  over  the  frontier.  General  Filangieri  and 
Signor  Cumbo  have  rengned.  Prince  Ciesaro  has  been  appointed 
President  of  the  Council.  Signor  Cmnitini  enters  the  Cabinet  with¬ 
out  a  portfolio.  The  Government  is  preparing  a  general  mobilisation 
of  the  rural  guards. 

UNITED  STATES.— The  Europa  has  brought  accounts  from 
Boston  of  the  7th  inst.  In  the  Senate,  Mr  Sumner  had  introduced  a 
resolution  calling  for  oopiM  of  all  oomspondenoe  relative  to  maritime 
law  and  neutral  rights  which  may  hare  passed  between  the  American  j 


and  any  foreign  Government  ainoe  the  OongrcM  of  Paris.  The  House 
of  Represontativeo  had  passed  a  bill  reducing  the  mileage  of  members 
of  Congress.  A  resolution  was  adopted  providinx  for  a  committee  to 
investigate  chargee  heretofore  made  against  the  President  of  an 
attempt  to  bribe  certain  members  of  the  house.  The  Senate  of  Vir¬ 
ginia  rejected  the  minority  report  favouring  a  southern  conference, 
and  agreed  to  the  majority  report,  which  is  adverse  to  such  a  oonlS^ 
renoe.  There  is  nothing  of  moment  relative  to  the  wreck  of  ^ 
Huogarisn.  The  mails  which  were  saved  had  arrived  at  Halifkx, 
but  they  were  in  such  a  condition  as  to  be  entirely  uselses.  From 
British  Columbia  we  have  adviees  of  a  new  transgreoflon  of 
boundaiy  lines  by  a  detachment  of  the  American  army.  A  squad 
of  men  had  gone  to  Ismgley,  and  seising  a  couple  of  prisoners,  had 
carried  them  off  into  Washington  territoiy.  Much  excitement  on  the 

subject  existed  at  Victoria. - Tlie  Edinburgh  has  since  brought 

accounts  to  the  Idtb.  A  Bill  excluding  free  negroes  from  Missouri 
State  had  passed  the  Legislature.  A  Nicaraguan  correspondent  of 
the  New  York  Herald  states  Uiat  Mr  Wyke,  the  British  plenipoten¬ 
tiary,  had  instructions  from  his  Government  to  obtain  a  grant,  lease, 
or  sale  of  territory  for  a  Government  railroad  across  the  Republic. 
The  proposed  line  will  commence  at  “  £1  Rio  de  los  Micos  ”  (Blew- 
flold’e  River),  on  the  Atlantic,  through  Chontales,  to  Realejo.  on 
the  Pacific.  A  telegram  from  New  Orleans  states  that  advices  nad 
been  received  from  Northern  Mexico  to  tbs  effect  that  Carvajal  was 
seeking  American  aid  for  Juarez.  It  was  also  reported  that  Miramon 
had  ordered  Cortina  to  hold  out  until  March,  when  he  would  receive 
reinforcements. 

INDIA. — Mr  Wilson’s  BUDon. — By  the  arrival  of  the  Bombay 
mail  files  of  pspers  from  Bombay  to  the  26th  of  February  have  been 
received.  We  make  the  following  extracts  from  the  Bombay  Times 
and  Standard :  Mr  Wilson’s  Budget  was  proposed  by  him  in  Uis 
Legislative  Council  on  the  17tb.  It  is,  as  was  to  be  expected,  a 
compromise.  The  Licence  Bill  is  not  wholly  abandoned,  but  sinks  to 
a  measure  of  the  smalleet  possible  importance ;  while  a  6on4  Jtdo 
income-tax  is  announced  in  its  room,  from  which  none  are  to  be 
exempted.  The  duties  on  imports  are  lowered  from  twenty  to  ten 
per  cent.  Several  staple  articles  of  export  are  placed  upon  the  free 
list,  while  a  duty  of  2r.  per  Indian  maund  (eighty-two  pound)  is 
henceforward  to  ^  levied  upon  saltpetre.  The  licence  tax  rates  are 
as  follows  :  1,  petty  artisans,  Ir.  per  annum  ;  2,  retail  dealers,  4r.  per 
annum ;  8,  wholesale  traders,  lOr.  per  annum.  Some  uncertainty 
prevails  in  Bombay  as  to  the  proposed  rates  of  the  income-tax,  from 
a  diversity  in  the  messages  that  have  been  reoeived.  We  b^eve, 
however,  it  will  be  found  that  our  own  telegram  represents  the  true 
nature  of  the  proposed  levy — two  per  cent,  upon  incomes  of  from  20/. 
to  60/.  per  annum ;  four  per  cent,  upon  incomes  above  60/.  per  annum. 
The  duty  upon  cotton  yarn,  thread,  and  twist  is  raised  from  five  to 
ten  per  cent.  We  learn,  lastly,  that  Mr  Wilson  has  some  plan  or 
other  for  introducing  a  State  paper  currency.  On  the  11th  of 
February  a  notification  was  received  from  the  Financial  Secretary  to 
the  Government  of  India,  announcing  the  terms  of  the  subscriptioa 
to  the  Five-and-a-half  per  Cent  Loan.  The  notification  appeared 
about  two  o’clock,  and  before  four  the  whole  amount  allotted  to 


received,  and  notification  issued  on  Saturday  morning.  The  full 
amount  of  eighty  (twice  forty)  lacs  allowed  for  Bombay  was  subscribed 
the  same  afternoon,  and  the  subscription  is  closed  at  this  Presidency.” 
The  rush  made  by  speculators  in  Bombay  was  not  more  eager  than 
that  in  Calcutta  and  Madras,  the  loan  being  closed  in  all  three 
presidencies  the  day  the  notification  appeared.  The  stock  is  quoted 
in  Bombay  to-day  at  two-and-a-half  to  two-and-three-quarters  Mr 
cent,  premium.  On  the  12th  inst.  we  reoeived  the  gratifying  intelli¬ 
gence  that  the  cable  had  been  successfully  laid  between  Kurrachee 
and  Aden.  The  only  news  of  interest  from  Central  India  is  the 
execution  of  Hurkislien  Singh,  hurkaru  of  the  infamous  Koer  Singh, 
of  Arrah  notoriety.  He  was  hanged  at  Jugdespore  on  the  30th  ult. 
The  report  of  Ummer  Singh’s  death  is  confirmed.  Ram  Kishen 
Singh,  a  brother  of  Hurkisben,  and  three  other  mutineers,  await 
their  fate  in  prison.  Our  last  issue  announced  the  surrender  of 
Captain  Mecham’s  murderers  by  the  Wuzerees  of  the  Kabyl  Khali. 
The  leader  of  the  punchayet  by  whom  this  dastardly  murder  wu 
perpetrated,  Mohabut  Khan,  was  brought  Into  Bunnoo  bound  hand 
and  foot  by  the  members  of  bis  own  tribe  on  the  22nd  ult.,  having 
been  seized  bv  a  body  of  Wuzerees  some  fifty  miles  within  the  hills. 
The  man  made  a  clear  confession  of  his  crime,  and  was  taken  to  the 
spot  where  the  murder  was  committed  and  there  hanged.  A  letter 


are  said  to  have  been  massacred  in  two  days.  Neither  age  nor  sex 
were  spared,  and  the  victims  were  sulqected.to  cruelties  of  the  most 
hellish  imagination.  The  cause  of  (he  outbreak  is  not  yet  ascertained, 
but,  an  enormous  quantity  of  plunucr  having  been  carried  off  from 
the  plains,  we  need  harffiy  pernapt  go.  further  for  a  solution  of  the 
matter.  The  Viceroy  continues  his  pr^eas  northwards,  having 
reached  Lahore  at  the  date  of  the  last  advices  from  that  city. 

FOREIGN  GLKAHINOS. 

A  despatch  from  Vienna  announots  that  Austria  will  pronouBca 
herself  against  any  violation  of  the  rights  of  Swiss  neutraUty  guaran¬ 
teed  by  treaties. 

The  Correspondenoia  Autografa  of  Madrid  oontaini  the  following : 
“As  the  Moors  will  only  consent  to  peoimiary  sacrifloea  aa  the 
conditions  of  peace,  war  mutt  be  continued.” 

The  Portuguese  Cortes  have  authorised  the  free  exportation  of 
wheat  and  barley  until  the  30Ui  of  June. 

The  nows  of  the  Stuttgarder  Beobaohter,  that  the  French  Ambas¬ 
sador  at  Munich  bad  already  spoken  of  a  eeasion  of  the  Palatinate  to 
France,  has  been  officially  oontradioted. 

Hanover  propoeed  an  indemnity  as  bases  for  negotiations  in  uni¬ 
versal  conference#  concerning  the  redemption  of  the  Stade  Does* 
England  refused  to  agree  to  the  amount  propoeed.  Negotiations  are 
being  continued. 

A  telegram  from  St  Petersburg  says :  It  is  expected  that  iMnee 
Gortsefauoff,  who  for  tome  time  past  has  been  seriously  ill,  will,  on 
I  his  own  demand,  be  shortly  released  from  bis  duties  as  minrater  for 
the  foreign  affairs  of  Russia,  and  that  Baron  do  Budberg,  Rusnan 
Minister  at  Berlin,.will  bs  hia  successor. 

The  Porte  has  recognised  Michael  Obrenowich  as  suooessor  to  nis 
father,  Milosh,  Prince  of  Servia.  ,  .  .  i  • 

The  Cologne  Gazette  states  that  the  malversations  m  the 
army  appear  very  much  greater  than  was  at  first  suppo^.  Ag 
many  as  eighty-two  persons  arc  already  m  ewt^y,  sm  ai^lg 
continue  to  be  effected  at  Brunn,  Prague,  Md  Pesth.  The  malver¬ 
sations  are  stated  to  date  from  the  battle  of  Solftrino. 

DIPLOMATIC  CORRESPONDENCE  ON  THE  AFFAIRS 
OF  NAPLES. 

A  collection  of  despatches,  ^dressed  by  Mr  H.  Elltot,  ^ 
at  Naples,  to  Lord  J.  RusseU,  was  publuhed  on  Monday.  T^ess 
m«nv  verv  important  facts,  bearing  upon  the  existing

iave  last  weA.  Tbe  first  of  these  despatches  is  from  Mr  Elliot  to  I^d 
John  Rumell,  dated  Naples,  March  2nd,  1860,  and  is  u  followi : 
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“  My  Lord, — A  Bhort  time  ago  I  forwarded  to  your  lordahip  a  copy 
of  a  circular  from  the  Miniiter  of  Police  directing  the  intendanta  to 
arreat,  without  heaitation,  the  peraona  againat  whom  there  might  be 
eren  aimple  grounda  for  auapicioo.  The  GoTcmment  have  now  ahown 
themaelvea  determined  to  go  a  atep  further,  and  yeaterday  proceeded 
to  arreat  men  upon  whom  no  auapicion  of  taking  part  in  any  con- 
apiraoy  can  fell.  Of  the  number  of  peraona  arreated  I  can  give  your 
lordahip  no  accurate  information,  though  I  am  told  they  were  numeroua 
in  the  middle  and  lower  claaaea ;  but  among  my  own  frienda  or  ac- 
quaintancea,  and  belonging  to  the  higheat  familiea,  I  can  count  five 
who  have  either  been  actuidly  arreated,  or  elae  have  found  aafety  in 
concealment.  Theae  are — the  Prince  Torella,  the  MarquiaBell^ 
brother  to  Prince  Torella,  Prince  Camporeale,  Duke  Proto,  Marquia 
Yidcano.  Prince  Torella  received  a  letter  deairing  him  to  attend  at 
the  Prefecture  of  Police,  which  he  did,  nothing  doubting,  and  waa 
there  told  to  consider  himself  under  arreat,  and  to  have  bia  prepara* 
tiona  made  for  leaving  the  kingdom  the  following  morning.  He 
made  no  reaistanoe,  but  asked  leave  to  be  allowed  to  return  home  to 
make  bia  preparations,  and  to  take  leave  of  a  very  aged  mother ;  but 
this  indul^nce  waa  refuaed  him,  nor  could  he  obtain  any  information 
with  regard  to  the  crime  imput^  to  him.  The  arrest,  however,  of 
the  prince,  and  the  universal  conviction  that  no  justification  could  be 
given  for  it,  produced  so  great  an  effect  upon  all  classes  that  the  same 
night  he  was  set  at  liberty  and  allowed  to  return  home.  We  are  now 
told  that  it  waa  all  a  mistake !  His  brother,  the  Marquia  Bella,  eluded 
the  pursuit  of  the  police,  but  it  has  been  conveyed  to  him  that  he 
must  leave  the  country.  Prince  Camporeale  likewiae  succeeded  in 
hiding  himself,  but  he  has  since  been  allowed  to  return  home ;  and 
in  his  case,  like  that  of  Prince  Torella,  the  order  for  the  arrest  is  now 
said  to  be  a  mistake.  Duke  Proto  and  Marquis  Vulcano  have  been 
arrested  and  ordered  into  exile  without  trial  or  examination.  There 
are  likewiae  two  Marquises  Monti,  Rossi,  and  the  MM.  Vacca,  De 
Simone,  and  the  two  De  Phillipe,  summarily  ordered  into  exile.  Of 
the  two  last-named  gentlemen,  one  is  a  lawyer,  and  the  other  an 
employ^  of  the  Government,  and  both  leave  behind  them  families  de¬ 
pending  entirely  upon  them  for  their  means  of  subsistence,  and  who 
now  will  be  leu  penniless  and  dependent  upon  charity.  During  the 
afternoon  and  night  of  yesterday  the  town  was  patrolled,  and  the 
troops  kept  under  arms,  but  no  sort  of  disturbance  took  place,  though 
the  Government  affirm  that  they  had  positive  proof  that  there  was  to 
be  a  dangerous  demonstration,  and  that  a  seditious  handbill  bad  beeii 
posted  up.  Whatever  evidence  may  be  sufficient  to  satisfy  the 
Government  of  the  existence  of  plots  or  conspiracies,  it  is  certain  that 
the  proofs  are  not  such  as  would  bear  the  light ;  but  the  denunciations 
of  spies  are  received  as  conclusive,  and  the  accused  are  aummarily 
ordered  into  banishment  untried  and  unheard.  1  will  inform  your 
lordship,  by  the  messenger  on  Tuesday,  of  the  steps  I  have  taken 
with  the  hitherto  vain  hope  of  inducing  the  Government  to  pause 
in  a  course  which,  if  persisted  in,  must  finally  lead  to  the  destruction 
of  the  King  and  of  his  dynasty. — I  have,  Ac.,  U.  Elliot.” 

Again,  on  the  3rd,  Mr  Elliot  writes :  My  Lord, — I  took  the 
earliest  opportunity  of  seeing  M.  Carafa,  to  inquire  the  cause  of  the 
arrests  mentioned  in  my  despatch  of  yesterday’s  date,  and  to  ask 
whether  the  country  was  in  so  eminently  critied  a  state  as  to  call  for 
such  extreme  measures,  directed  against  men  who  could  scarcely  be 
seriously  suspected  of  conspiracy  or  treason.  M.  Carafa  repeated,  as 
he  has  so  often  done  before,  that  the  Government  felt  no  uneasiness, 
but  that  they  had  received  undoubted  information  of  the  intention  of 
the  partizans  of  annexation  to  Sardinia  of  making  a  demonstration 
which  it  would  have  been  necessary  to  suppress  by  force ;  and  that, 
to  avoid  bloodshed,  the  preventive  measures  which  I  bad  alluded  to 
had  been  taken ;  and  his  Excellency  triumphantly  pointed  to  the 
tranquillity  with  which  the  day  had  passed  as  conclusive  evidence  in 
favour  of  the  course  adopted.  I  said,  that  of  course  if  the  Govern¬ 
ment  had  the  proof  which  he  said  they  possessed,  of  a  conspiracy  to 
violate  the  law,  they  could  not  be  blamed  for  arresting  the  persons 
implicated ;  hut  1  trusted  there  was  no  proof  in  the  report  that  those 
persons,  instead  of  being  openly  brought  to  trial,  where  their  guilt  or 
innooenoe  might  be  proved  in  the  face  of  day,  were  to  be  summarily 
transported  or  exiled  without  trial  or  examination.  To  my  regret, 
however,  M.  Carafa  replied  that  such  was  the  decision  of  the  Govern¬ 
ment  ;  for  that,  although  they  had  pi  "fa  sufficient  to  satisfy  them¬ 
selves  of  the  guilt  of  the  persons  arrested,  tne  evidence  was  not  such 
as  would  procure  a  conviction  in  a  court  of  justice.  *  In  plainer 
words,’  I  answered,  *  you  have  resolved  to  accept  as  conclusive  the 
denunciations  of  spies  whom  you  dare  not  bring  face  to  face  with 
the  accused.*  And  this,  without  apparent  shame,  M.  Carafa  frankly 
admitted  to  be  the  state  of  the  case:  repeating,  that  he  was  aware 
they  could  not  procure  a  legal  conviction,  but  that  they  had  no  doubt 
whatever  of  the  guilt  of  the  accused.  I  asked  whether  he  or  anybody 
elae  could  believe  that  a  man  like  Prince  Torella  would  be  a  leader  in 
a  seditious  but  childish  demonstration  ;  he  at  once  replied  that  he  did 
not  believe  it,  and  that  the  prince’s  arrest  had  been  an  ‘  error,’  which 
was  speedily  remedied.  I  begged  M.  Carafa  not  to  talk  of  a  man  in 
Prince  Torek’s  position  being  arcalted  by  mistake ;  for  that  the  only 
*  error  ’  which  was  evident  was  a  miscalculation  of  the  effect  upon 
the  public  which  had  been  produced  by  the  arrest.  I  asked  whether 
Prince  Camporeale,  who  had  concealed  himself,  was  a  dangerous 
character,  and  with  regard  to  him  I  waa  told  that  I  might  convey  to 
him  the  assurance  that  be  might  return  home  without  being  molested. 

I  then  said  that  the  Marquis  Irolla  had  been  told  that  if  he  gave  him¬ 
self  up  he  should  receive  passports  for  Uie  frontier,  but  that  he  dared 
not  put  himself  in  the  hands  of  the  police,  as  innocence  no  longer  pro¬ 
tect^  a  man  from  punishment  in  a  country  where  he  is  not  allowed 
to  disprove  the  charges  brought  agai^  him ;  and  M.  Carafa  em¬ 
powered  me  to  convey  to  him  the  promise  that  he  would  be  allowed 
to  leave  the  country.  I  used  all  ue  arguments  in  my  power  to  per¬ 
suade  the  Government  to  pause  in  the  fatal  course  in  which  they 
have  embarked,  and  I  especially  pointed  out  that,  at  a  moment  when 
the  Administration  is  without  a  president  or  head,  the  odium  of 
these  measures  would  fall  direct  upon  the  Kng  himself,  and  I  con¬ 
cluded  by  saying  that  as  1  felt  convinced  that  as  the  destruction  both 
of  his  Majesty  and  of  the  dynasty  is  inevitable  unless  wiser  counsels 
are  listened  to,  1  would  beg  him  to  request  for  me  the  honour  of  an 
audience  in  order  that  when  the  catastrophe  arrives  I  may  not  have 
upon  my  conscience  the  refiection  that  I  had  not  done  all  in  my 
power  to  save  an  inexperienced  Sovereign  from  impending  ruin.  M. 
Carafa  nromised  to  convey  request  to  the  King,  but  1  have  not  yet 
received  an  answer.  The  French  and  Spanish  Ministers  have  held 
the  same  language  as  myself. — I  have,  Ac.,  H.  Elliot.” 

To  these  letters  Lord  John  Russell  replies  as  follows  on  the  10th 
inst. :  Sir, — Her  Majesty’s  Government  approve  of  the  step  taken 
by  you,  as  reported  in  your  despatch  of  the  3rd  of  March,  to  ask  an 
audience  of  the  King  with  a  view  of  doing  all  in  your  power  to  save 
an  inexperienced  Sovereign  from  impending  ruin.  It  is  not  probable, 
nor  is  it  indeed  to  be  desired,  that  the  Government  of  the  Two  Sicilies 
should  continue  for  any  long  time  to  form  a  Inarked  contrast  to  the 
Government  of  Northern  and  Central  Italy.  It  is,  therefore,  the 
obvious  interest  of  the  King  of  the  Two  Sicihes  to  endeavour  to  gain 
the  affections  of  his  people  by  attention  to  their  welfare,  and  by 
respecting  the  principles  of  law  and  of  justice  in  his  treatment  of 
suspected  persons. — I  am,  Ac.,  J.  Russxll.’^’ 

The  following  important  extract  of  a  letter  from  Lord  J.  Russell  to 
Mr  ^liot,  dat^  Jan.  16,  explains  the  policy  of  Great  Britain  in  its 
beuing  upon  Naples  :  “  It  may  bo  well  to  explain  still  further  to 
Prince  Satriano,  and  through  him  to  the  King,  the  policy  cf  the  Bri¬ 
tish  (^verument.  Your  language  to  his  Excellency  on  this  subject 
is  entirely  approved  by  her  Majesty’s  Government.  Wo  wish  well  to 
the  Neepolitan  dynas^.  We  have  no  desire  to  interfere  with  the  in¬ 


ternal  government  of  Naples  and  Sicily.  But  we  cannot  blind  our¬ 
selves  to  some  obvious  truths.  It  is  evident  that  the  commonest  rules 
of  justice  are  not  observed  by  the  King  of  Naples  towards  his 
subjects  ;  that  the  exasperation  caused  by  oppreuion  is  the  parent  of 
plots,  assassinations,  conspiracies,  and  insurrections ;  that  her  Ma¬ 
jesty’s  agents  and  consuls,  while  they  religioiuly  abstain  from  taking 
a  part  in  such  plots,  have  the  convincing  evidence  of  their  existence. 
Should  such  conspiracies  endanger  the  throne  of  his  Sicilian  Majesty 
her  Majesty’s  Government  can  only  lament  the  blindneu  which 
affiicts  his  Council.  But  her  Majesty’s  Government  will  neither 
accept  any  part  of  their  responsibility  or  undertake  to  ward  off  the 
cona^uenoes  of  a  misgovemment  which  has  scarcely  a  parallel  in 
Europe.  The  reforms  necessary  require  no  elaborate  machinery  or 
profound  mediation.  Let  the  Neapolitan  Government  arrest  no  man 
without  bringing  him  face  to  face  with  his  accusers.  Let  them  sub¬ 
ject  no  man  to  injurious  restrictions  without  proof  of  some  crime  or 
offence  aninst  public  order ;  let  the  law,  as  it  stands,  be  equally  ap¬ 
plied  to  all.  With  these  simple  but  broad  change^  a'beginning  would 
be  made ;  popular  institutions  might  follow ;  time  for  deliberation 
would  be  gained,  and  the  Government  might  even  obtain  a  reputation 
for  justice  and  honestr.  But  the  course  at  present  pursued  can  only 
lead  to  destruction.  You  will  speak  to  Prince  Satriano  in  the  sense 
of  this  despatch,  and  also  to  M.  Carafa  if  he  should  raise  the  question 
with  you.” 


STATE  AND  CHURCH 


The  Court. — Her  Majesty,  the  Prince  Consort,  and  the  youthful 
members  of  the  Royal  family,  left  Osborne  on  Wednesday  for  Buck¬ 
ingham  Palace,  to  paas  a  fortnight  in  town  before  Easter.  The  first 
drawing-room  this  season  will  be  held  by  her  Majesty  in  St  James’s 
Palairo  to-day.  On  Wednesday  next  the  Queen  will  hold  her  third 
levee  this  season. 

Visit  of  the  Prince  of  Wales  to  Canada. — In  the  Lower 
House  of  the  Legislative  Assembly  on  tbe  29th  ult.,  a  despatch  from 
the  Duke  of  Newcastle  was  read,  which,  after  expressing,  on  the  part 
of  the  Queen,  the  deep  interest  felt  by  her  Majesty  in  the  growing 
prosperity  of  Canada,  and  the  welfare  and  contentment  of  her  subjects 
in  that  important  province  of  her  empire,  and  regretting  her  inability 
to  comply  with  the  wish  of  the  Canadians  that  she  should  personally 
visit  that  part  of  her  dominions,  ran  as  follows  :  “  Impressed,  how¬ 
ever,  with  an  earnest  desire  to  testify  to  the  utmost  of  her  power  her 
warm  appreciation  of  the  affectionate  loyalty  of  her  Canadian  sub¬ 
jects,  the  Queen  commands  me  to  express^  her  hope  that  when  the 
time  for  the  opening  of  the  Victoria  bridge  is  fixed,  it  may  be  possible 
for  his  Royal  Highness  the  Prince  of  Wales  to  attend  the  ceremony 
in  her  Majesty’s  name,  and  to  witness  those  gratifying  scenes  in  which 
the  Queen  is  herself  unable  to  participate.  The  Queen  trusts  that 
nothing  may  interfere  with  this  arrangement,  for  it  is  her  Majesty’s 
sincere  desire  that  the  young  prince,  on  whom  the  crown  of  this  em¬ 
pire  will  devolve,  may  have  the  opportunity  of  visiting  that  portion 
of  her  dominions  from  which  that  address  has  proceeded,  and  may  be¬ 
come  acquainted  with  a  people  in  whose  rapid  progress  towards  great¬ 
ness  her  Majesty,  in  common  with  her  subjects  in  Great  Britain,  feels 
a  lively  and  enduring  sympathy.”  The  squadron  ordered  to  assemble 
at  Spithead  for  the  purpose  of  convoying  the  Prince  of  Wales  across 
the  Atlantic,  on  his  visit  to  Canada,  will  consist  of  the  Hero,  Captain 
G.  H.  Seymour,  who  will  hoist  his  broad  pendant  as  Commodore  of 
the  squadron;  the  Ariadne,  Captain  E.  W.  Vansittart;  the  Flying 
Fish,  Commander  C.  W.  Hope ;  and  the  Royal  piuldle  yacht  Osborne, 
Master-Commander  Bower.  His  Royal  Highness  will  take  his  pas¬ 
sage  out  and  home  in  the  Hero,  one  of  the  finest  91-gun  ships  in  her 
Majest^s  navy.  The  Osborne  will  be  retained  for  services  on  the 
coasts  and  rivers  of  Canada  during  tbe  stay  of  his  Royal  Highness  in 
that  colony. 

The  Case  of  the  Bishop  of  Brechin. — A  Synod  of  the  Bishops 
of  the  Scottish  Episcopal  Church  was  held  at  Edinburgh  on  Thurs¬ 
day  week,  to  give  judgment  in  the  case  of  the  Bishop  of  Brechin.  The 
episcopal  judges  present  were  the  Bishop  of  Edinburgh,  primus,  and 
the  Bishops  of  Moray,  St  Andrews,  Aberdeen,  and  Glasgow.  The 
“  presentment  ”  or  charge  against  the  Bishop  of  Brechin  was  his  hav¬ 
ing  taught  in  a  primary  charge  delivered  to  his  clergy  in  August, 
1857,  1st,  that  the  sacrifice  of  the  Eucharist  is  incidental  with  the 
sacrifice  of  tbe  Cross ;  2nd,  that  adoration  is  due  to  Christ,  as  in  or 
under  tbe  consecrated  elements  of  bread  and  srine;  and  3rd,  that 
there  is  a  reception  of  Christ  by  the  wicked ;  and  by  said  teaching  he 
was  charged  with  depraving  the  articles  of  religion,  the  Scotch  com¬ 
munion  office,  and  other  formularies  of  the  ^urcb.  Tbe  bishops 
gave  their  opinions  at  great  length,  and  concluded  as  follows :  **  We 
shall  beat  discharge  our  duty  iu  this  painful  case  by  limiting  our  sen¬ 
tence  to  a  declaration  of  censure  and  admonition ;  and  we  do  now 
solemnly  admonish,  and  in  all  brotherly  love  entreat,  tbe  Bishop  of 
Brechin  to  be  more  careful  for  the  future,  so  that  no  fresh  occasion 
may  be  given  for  trouble  and  offence,  suoh  as  has  arisen  from  the  de¬ 
livery  and  publication  of  the  primary  charge  to  bis  clergy  complained 
of  in  the  presentment.” 

The  Bishofuc  of  Rochester. — ^The  Ven.  J.  C.  Wigram,  M.A. 
Archdeacon  of  Winchester,  and  Rector  of  St  Mary’s,  Southampton,  is 
appointed  to  succeed  the  late  Dr  Murray  as  Bishop  of  Rochester.  He 
was  educated  at  Trinity  College,  Cambridge,  where  be  graduated  in 
1819,  when  be  was  sixth  wrangler.  He  was  ordained  deacon  in  1822, 
priest  in  1823,  and  was  for  some  years  curate  of  St  James’s  Church, 
Piccadilly:  and  in  1839  was  presented  to  the  rectory  of  East  Tested, 
near  Alton,  Hampshire.  In  1847  he  was  appointed  to  tbe  archdea¬ 
conry  of  Winchester,  and  upon  the  resignation  of  Ae  living  of  South¬ 
ampton  by  Lord  Guildford  in  1850,  the  bishop  nominated  Archdeacon 
Wigram  to  it,  and  be  has  held  it  up  to  the  present  time.  The  bishop 
nominate  belongs  to  the*  Low  Church  party.  Bishop  Wigram  will 
nut  be  entitled  to  a  seat  in  the  House  of  Lords  until  a  vacancy  arises 
in  some  diocese  other  than  Canterbury,  York,  Durham,  Winchester, 
and  London. 

The  Deanery  of  Lincoln — The  deanery  of  Lincoln,  rendered 
vacant  by  the  death  of  the  Rev.  Dr  J.  G.  Ward,  has  been  conferred 
by  her  Majesty  upon  the  Rev.  T.  Gamier,  D.C.L.,  of  All  Souls’  Col¬ 
lege,  Oxford,  who  is  at  present  Dean  of  Ripon,  to  which  he  was  ap- 

S tinted  towards  the  close  of  last  year  on  the  death  of  Dr  Erskine. 

r  Gamier  was  for  some  years  chaplain  to  ^e  House  of  Commons 
and  rector  of  Trinity  Church,  St  Marylebone.  No  appointment  baa 
yet  been  made  to  the  deanery  of  Ripon. 


ELECTION  INTELLIGENCE. 

Norwich.— The  Conservatives  seem  resolved  to  make  a  desperate 
effort  to  secure  the  two  vacant  seats  for  Norwich  in  opposition  to  the 
Liberal  candidates.  Sir  W.  Russell  and  Mr  Warner,  and  the  consti¬ 
tuency  is  probably  on  the  eve  of  a  most  severe  struggle.  After  nego¬ 
tiations  extending  over  several  days,  two  Conservative  candidates  have 
at  len^  been  secured  in  the  persons  of  Mr  W.  D.  Lewis,  Q.C.,  and 
Mr  W.  Forlonge,  a  wealthy  Australian,  who  arrived  in  Norwich  late 
on  Monday  evening.  The  Liberals  are  displaying  great  activity,  and 
the  contest  will  be  a  most  exciting  one. 

Roscommon.— The  nomination  is  fixed  for  Monday  next.  The 
O’Connor  Don’s  canvass  is  stated  to  have  been  verv  successful. 

Clare. — Captain  C.  White,  a  near  relative  of  the  unseated  mem¬ 
ber,  will  oppose  Mr  Calcutt.  A  sharp  contest  is  expected. 

Londonderry.— Mr  G.  Skipton  has  offered  himself  for  London¬ 
derry,  in  the  rhom  of  Sir  R.  A.  Feiguson,  deceased. 


The  Late  Countess  Granville.— The  Journal  des  Debats  oon* 
tains  the  following  graceful  and  just  tribute  to  the  memory  of  Jjudj 
Granville.  It  is  from  the  pen  of  M.  John  Lemoinne :  **  A  lady  stiU 
young,  and  in  whose  character  tbe  most  endearing  qualities  were 
united  with  solid  wor^,  the  Countess  Granville,  has  just  died  at 
Brighton,  after  a  long  illness,  tended  by  her  mother,  her  son,  and  her 
husrand.  They  are,  without  doubh  the  greatest  sufferers,  but  they 
are  not  alone  in  their  grief.  The  Count^  Granville  leaves  on  the 
continent  a  numerous  family,  of  which  she  waa  the  soul  and  the 
centre.  She  leaves  everywhere,  and  most  of  all  in  France,  where  she 
was  boro,  many  friends,  who  will  appreciate  and  share  the  remts 
which  we  have  here  been  permitted  to  express.”  The  funeral  of  Lady 
Granville  took  place  on  Tuesday  forenoon,  at  the  ancestral  vault  of 
the  Acton  family  at  Aldenham,  Shropshire.  Earl  Granville  and  Sir 
J.  Dalberg  Acton,  Bart-,  M.P.,  were  the  chief  mourners.  The  Duchess 
of  Dalbero,  Lord  and  Lady  Rivers,  Mr  and  Lady  Georgiana  Fuller¬ 
ton,  and  Hon.  Fred.  Leveson,  also  attended  on  the  mournful  occasion. 
Earl  Granville  left  immediately  after  the  solemnity  to  paas  a  few 
weeks  in  retirement  with  the  Countess  Dowager  Granville  at  Devon¬ 
shire  Villa,  Chiswick. 

M.  JuLLisN,  whose  death  we  briefiy  announced  last  week,  died  on 
the  16th  in  a  lunatic  asylum  at  Paris.  His  remarkable  career  was 
imderstood  to  have  been  as  successful  as  it  was  brilliant,  till  unhap¬ 
pily  he  became  involved  in  speculations  which  terminate  in  bank¬ 
ruptcy  ;  but  tbe  judicial  examination  which  followed  not  only  ac¬ 
quitted  him  of  all  blame,  but  obtained  for  him  the  high  eulogy  of  the 
court  for  his  integrity  of  conduct.  He  resumed  his  labours,  but  was 
unable  to  retrieve  bis  affairs.  Misfortune  followed  him  to  Paris ;  and 
at  length  his  unceasing  toil,  anxiety,  and  excitement  cost  him  bis 
reason  and  life.  *He  has  left  bis  widow  and  (we  believe)  a  sister  in 
utter  destitution  ;  and  the  English  public,  by  coming  forward  for 
their  relief,  will  show  gratitude  to  the  memory  of  a  man  who  has 
done  so  much  to  refine  and  elevate  the  musical  taste  of  the  people.  A 
subscription  is  in  progress,  and  tbe  amount  already  raised  shows  tbe 
sympathy  felt  for  the  family  of  tbe  deceased  artist 

The  Shah  of  Persia  is  reported  to  be  dead.  His  loss,  if  it  has 
really  happened,  is  indeed  a  great  one  to  Persia  at  the  present  time, 
for  his  reign  must  be  follow^  by  a  long  minority,  and  that  worst  of 
all  necessities  in  a  country  ruled  by  a  despotic  government,  a  regency. 
Nasiru’d-din  Shah  was  born  in  1831,  and  was  consequently  in  his 
twenty-ninth  year.  He  was  the  eldest  son  of  Muhammad  Shah,  the 
eldest  son  of  Abbas  Mirza,  so  well  known  for  his  partiality  to  the 
English,  a  prince  of  the  greatest  promise,  whose  death  was  truly  the 
heaviest  disaster  his  country  has  for  the  last  half  century  experienced. 
Nasiru’d-din  was  reputed  to  be  the  best  shot  and  best  rider  in  his  do¬ 
minions,  and,  besides  being  in  the  fiower  of  his  age,  was  of  so  vigorous 
a  constitution  that  the  length  of  his  reign  might  well  have  been  ex¬ 
pected  to  equal  that  of  his  great-grandfather,  Path  Ali  Shah. 
Nasiru’d-din  ascended  the  throne  on  the  4th  of  September,  1848 ;  and 
a  few  years  back  he  was  near  perishing  by  tbe  band  of  an  assassin, 
having  been  badly  wounded  by  a  fanatic  of  tbe  Babi  sect  He  leaves 
a  son  about  eight  years  old,  who  it  is  presumed  will  be  bis  successor. 

Mr  Joseph  Miller,  the  distinguished  American  Civil  Engineer, 
died  at  Charleston,  South  Carolina,  on  the  23rd  ult.,  in  bis  sixty -third 
year.  He  was  a  native  of  Carlisle,  and  served  his  apprenticeship  at 
the  Soho  Foundry  of  Messrs  Bolton  and  Watt  at  Birmingham.  He 
then  became  chief  engineer  at  the  Balterley  Iron  Works,  and  there 
commenced  that  career  as  a  marine  engine  maker  which,  continued 
and  extended  under  the  names  of  “  Barnes  and  Miller,”  and  “  Miller 
and  Ravenhill,”  has  given  to  his  name  a  well-earned  reputation. 

Lady  Dover,  the  widow  of  tbe  first  Lord' Dover,  died  on  Satur¬ 
day,  at  Dover  House,  Whitehall,  in  her  fifty-sixth  year.  She  was 
tbe  second  daughter  of  the  late  Earl  of  Carlisle,  and  has  left  three 
sons.  Viscount  Clifden,  Hon.  Leonid  Agar  Ellis,  and  the  Hon.  George 
Agar  Ellis,  and  one  daughter,  Diana,  married  to  the  Hon.  Edwa^ 
Coke. 

Mr  Charles  Ross,  one  of  tbe  Commissioners  of  the  Audit  Board, 
died  in  Portland  place  on  Wednesday,  after  a  short  illness,  in  his 
slsty -first  year.  Mr  Ross  married  in  1825,  Lady  Mary,  fourth 
daughter  of  Charles,  second  Marquis  Cornwallis.  Previously  to  his 
official  appointment  Mr  Ross  sat  in  the  House  of  Commons  during 
six  successive  Parliaments,  having  been  returned  for  Oxford  in  1822, 
for  St  Germans  in  1826,  and  for  Northampton  in  1832,  in  conjunction 
with  Mr  Vernon  Smith,  now  Lord  Lyveden.  He  was  a  junior  Lord 
of  the  Treasury  during  the  late  Sir  Robert  Peel’s  first  administration. 
Mr  Ross  bad  lately  raited  tbe  collected  correspondence  of  the  late 
Marquis  Cornwallis,  his  father-in-law. 

*1116  Duke  de  Beauffremont  died  in  Paris  on  the  10th  inst.,  in 
bis  sixty-ninth  year.  Under  the  Imperial  Government  be  was  Aide- 
de-Camp,  with  the  rank  of  Colonel,  to  Murat.  He  shared  in  the 
Russian  campaira,  and  was  made  an  officer  of  the  Legion  of  Honour 
on  tbe  field  of  Dresden.  After  the  abdication  of  Fontainebleau  he 
served  under  the  Restoration,  and  in  October,  1814,  attended  the 
Count  d’ Artois  (afterwards  Charles  X)  as  commandant  of  the  Guard 
of  Honour  of  VesouL  On  the  return  of  Napoleon  from  Elba  tbe 
Duke  joined  Murat,  and  during  the  Hundred  Days,  when  Louis  XVIII 
once  more  quitted  France,  he  was  the  bearer  of  confidential  des¬ 
patches  to  Napoleon  from  King  Joachim.  On  his  return  to  Italy  the 
Duke  was  arrested  by  tbe  Austrian  police,  detained  at  Turin  nine 
days,  and  then  sent  back  to  Paris.  The  Duke  then  retired  into 
private  life  till  tbe  establishment  of  the  Second  Empire  in  1852, 
when  tbe  Emperor  named  him  Senator  on  tbe  31st  of  December,  1852, 
and  Commander  of  tbe  Legion  of  Honour  on  tbe  29  th  of  December, 
1854. 

Mrs  Jameson,  the  distinguished  authoress,  died  on  Saturday,  ^ed 
sixty.  Her  illness  lasted  but  a  few  days.  After  a  visit  to  the  reading- 
room  of  the  British  Museum  she  complained  of  a  cold,  and  in  two  or 
three  days  a  severe  attack  nf  bronchitis  succeeded,  from  tbe  effects  of 
which  she  never  rallied.  Mrs  Jameson  was  the  eldest  daughter  of 
Mr  Murphy,  painter  in  ordinary  to  the  Princess  Charlotte,  a  well- 
known  artist  in  tbe  early  part  of  the  present  century.  She  married 
Mr  R.  Jameson,  the  late  Vice-Chancellor  of  Canada,  whom  she  sur¬ 
vived  six  years.  Her  literary  labours  commenced  with  the  *  Diary  of 
an  Ennuy5e’  in  1826,  followed  by  numerous  volumes  on  various 
subjects  of  biography  and  art.  Her  principal  and  most  popular  pub¬ 
lications  were  her  *  Characteristics  of  Women,’  chiefly  studies  from 
Sbakspeare ;  *  Visits  and  Sketches  at  Home  and  Abroad,’  *  Winter 
Studies  and  Summer  Rambles  in  Canada ;’  tbe  latter  work  she 
regarded  as  peculiarly  a  record  of  her  own  soci^  views  and  convictions. 

In  1842  she  published  the  ‘Hand-Book  to  the  Public  Galleries  of 
Art  in  and  near  London,’  which  was  the  first  of  a  series  of  artistic 
works  of  subsequent  production, — viz.,  on  ‘  Sacred  and  Legendary 
Art,’  ‘  Legends  of  the  Monastic  Orders,’  ‘  Legends  of  the  Madoni^’ 
&c.  One  of  her  last  publications  was  a  revi^  and  enlarged  edition 
of  ‘  Memoirs  of  the  Early  Italian  Painters,’  published  by  Mr  Murray. 
For  two  years  past  she  had  been  engaged  on  a  laborious  and  elab^ 
rately  illustrated  work,  announced  by  Messrs  Longman,  and  nearly 
completed,  the  ‘  History  of  our  Lord  and  of  his  Precursor,  St  J ohn 
the  Baptist,  with  the  Personages  and  Typical  Subjects  of  the  Old 
Testament  as  represented  in  Christian  Art.’  In  the  completion  of 
this  labour  she  had  re-visited  Italy,  and  passed  Kveral  months  in 
Rome  and  other  continental  cities.  As  an  art-critic  Mrs  Jameson 
waa  almost  unrivalled.  But  her  intellectual  excellence  extended  in 
other  and  nobler  directions — in  a  deep  interest  in  all  social  and  moral 
questions,  as  evidenced  in  her  printed  lectures  on  ‘  Sisters  of  Charity 
at  Home  and  Abroad  ’  and  the  *  Communion  of  Labour,’  prefaced  by 
an  earnest  and  eloquent  introduction.

THE  REFORM  BILL  RETURNS. 

The  Earl  of  AIRLIE  moved  for  and  obtained  returns  of  the  number 
of  persons  charged  with  inhabited  house  duty  qualified  to  vote  at  elec¬ 
tions  for  members  of  parliament  in  the  counties  and  boroughs  of 

England  and  Wales. - In  the  course  of  Lord  Airlie’s  speech  the 

Lord  Chancellor  left  the  woolsack,  it  was  supposed  from  illness ;  and 
on  the  motion  of  the  Duke  of  Newcastle  Lord  Chelmsford  was  called 
on  to  preside. 

ANNEXATION  OP  NICE. 

In  reply  to  the  Marquis  of  Clanricarde,  Lord  WODEHOUSE  said 
that  the  government  had  not  received  any  communication  from  the 
Sardinian  or  from  the  French  government  of  the  recent  vote  of  the 
municipality  of  Nice  relative  to  the  cession  of  that  town  and  its 
county  by  Sardinia,  and  to  its  absorption  into  the  French  empire. 


Health  op  London. — The  deaths,  which  had  declined  to  1,397, 
rose  again  to  1,663  in  the  week  that  ended  last  Saturday.  This 
amount  is  in  excess  of  the  estimated  number  by  201.  By  comparing 
the  results  of  the  last  two  weeks  it  appears  that  the  deaths  by  bron¬ 
chitis  rose  from  230  to  267  ;  those  by  pneumonia  from  114  to  140  ; 
those  by  asthma  from  20  to  27.  Phthisis  or  pulmonary  consumption, 
which  carried  off  143  persons  in  the  previous  week,  was  fatal  last 
week  to  171.  The  deaths  from  pulmonary  diseases  in  the  aggregate 
(exclusive  of  phthisis)  were  450,  while  the  corrected  average  for  cor¬ 
responding  weeks  did  not  exceed  305.  Twenty -nine  persons  died  last 
week  from  small-pox,  of  whom  nearly  half  were  fifteen  years  old  and 
upwards.  Of  the  whole  number  of  deaths  from  this  disease  13  were 
contributed  by  the  districts  on  the  south  side  of  the  river,  chiefly  by 
the  Borough-road  sub-district,  and  St  Peter,  Walworth.  There  were 
33  from  scarlatina,  and  10  from  diphtheria.  Of  8  deaths  produced  by 
bums  and  scalds  2  were  those  of  children  whose  clothes  had  caught 
fire,  2  also  of  children  scalded  by  coffee  in  vessels  accidentally  upset ; 
2  women  died  from  their  clothes  taking  fire,  and  another  from  bums 
received  when  in  a  state  of  intoxication.  Five  children  were  suffo¬ 
cated  in  bed;  and  a  woman  was  choked  by  a  piece  of  meat.  A 
painter  died  from  ague  and  lead  poisoning.  Last  week  the  births  of 
1,046  boys  and  977  girls,  in  all  2,023  children,  were  registered  in 
London.  In  the  ten  corresponding  weeks  of  the  years  1850-59  the 
average  number  was  1,724. 

The  Free  Hospitals. — Royal  Free  Hospital,  Gray’s-inn  road : 
The  number  of  patients  relieved  at  this  hospital  during  the  week 
ending  March  17,  1860,  was  3,068,  of  which  931  were  new  cases.— 
Metropolitan  Free  Hospital,  Devonshire  square,  City  :  The  aggregate 
number  of  patients  relieved  during  the  week  ending  March  17  was — 
medical,  1,197  ;  surgical,  496  ;  total,  1,693,  of  which  625  were  new 
cases. — Great  Northern  Hospital,  King’s  cross :  Number  of  patients 
for  the  week  ending  March  17,  849,  of  which  327  were  new  cases.

HOUSE  OP  LORDS. 


Monday,  March  19. 

THE  BALLOT. 

Lord  TEYNHAM  moved  “  that  it  is  expedient,  in  the  election  of 
members  to  serve  in  parliament,  that  toe  votes  of  the  electors  be 
taken  by  ballot,”  and  stated  that  he  neither  wished  for  the  vote  by 
ballot  of  America  nor  of  Victoria,  which  was  not  secret,  but  of  the 

other  colonies,  whose  puticular  system  he  did  not  specify. - The 

Duke  of  NEWCASTLE  was  at  a  loss  to  discover,  during  the  hour 
and  a  half  he  Lad  listened  to  Lord  Teynham,  any  connexion  between 
the  speech  of  the  noble  lord  and  the  evils  he  wished  to  remedy.  He 
did  not  look  upon  the  ballot  as  a  party,  but  as  a  social  and  moral,  and, 
in  a  certain  sense,  as  a  political  question.  The  ballot  would  never 
work  without  greater  attendant  evils  than  those  sought  to  be  rectified, 
and  those  who  desired  to  introduce  the  ballot  into  this  country 
argued  upon  a  false  analogy  between  this  country  and  her  colonies, 
where  the  state  of  society  and  the  organization  of  labour  was  on  a 
totally  different  footing.  The  abolition  of  bribery  and  intimidation 
was  not  to  be  effected  by  legislation,  but  by  that  which  had  already 
effected  so  much — the  improved  moral  tone  of  the  people  of  this 
country.  The  vote  of  every  man  was  a  trust  given  him  for  the  public 
go<^,  and  it  was  not  right  that  he  should  be  relieved  of  responsibility 
in  its  exercise,  as  he  would  be  by  the  protection  of  the  ballot, 
es^ially  when  it  was  considered  that  publicify  was  one  of  the 

principal  elements  of  morality  and  freedom. - Their  lordships  then 

divided  upon  the  motion,  when  the  numbers  were — contents  4 ;  not- 
contents,  39  ;  majority,  36.  The  motion  was  accordingly  lost. 

Tuesday,  March  20. 

THE  MILITIA  ARTILLERY. 

A  conversation  took  place  upon  the  subject  of  the  artillery,  in  the 
course  of  which  Earl  D£  GREY  and  RIPON  stated  that  it  was  in¬ 
tended  to  disembody  four  only  out  of  thirteen  regiments  of  militia 
artillery,  and  that  it  was  not  intended  to  reduce  the  force  of  the 
royal  artillery. 

THE  ANNEXATION  OP  SAVOY. 

The  Marquis  of  NORMANBY,  in  complaining  of  the  evasive 
nature  of  the  reply  of  the  government  to  a  question  which  he  had 
put  at  the  commencement  of  the  session  relative  to  the  intention  of 
the  French  Emperor  to  annex  Savoy  and  Nice,  and  of  which  intention 
they  were  at  the  time  aware,  fpive  notice  that  on  a  future  day  he 
should  submit  a  resolution  to  their  lordships  asserting  the  necessity 
of  dealing  with  all  such  matters  by  official  communications  instead  of 
by  private  letters  between  the  Foreign  Secretary_and  the  English 

ministers  at  foreign  courts. - The  Duke  of  NEWCASTLE  denied 

the  imputation  as  an  unjust  reflection  upon  Earl  Granville,  by  whom 
the  answer  had  been  given. 


Thursday,  March  22. 

THE  GREAT  TASMANIA.— PROVISIONS  FOR  THE  CHINESE  EXPEDITION. 

In  answer  to  the  Earl  of  EUenborougb,  the  Duke  of  SOMERSET 
said  that  although  he  had  heard  with  great  pain  of  the  occurrence  with 
reference  to  the  mode  in  which  the  Tasmania  troop-ship  had  been 
rovisioned,  yet  the  Admiralty  was  in  no  way  responsible  for  what 
ad  occurred.  As  regarded  the  supply  of  provisions  for  the  expedition 
to  China  due  care  bad  been  taken,  and  as  far  as  the  naval  fmroe  was 
concerned  it  was  amply  provisioned  until  December  next.  Aa  to  the 
&nny,  provisions  sufficient  to  last  the  whole  force  for  three  mont^ 


PROMOTION  IN  THE  ARMY. 

On  the  second  reading  of  the  mutiny  bill.  Lord  FANMURE  called 
attention  to  the  present  state  of  promotion  in  the  army  by  the  sale 
and  purchase  of  commissions,  condemning  the  system  by  which  prices 
were  given  for  such  commissions  which  were  often  ruinous  to  the 

purchasers,  particularly  in  cavalry  regiments. - Earl  DE  GREY 

and  RIPON,  while  admitting  the  existence  of  the  evil,  expressed  his 
belief  that  it  might  be  met  to  a  great  extent  by  the  plan  proposed  by 
government,  abolishing  the  purchase  of  commissions  by  field  officers. 

- The  Earl  of  LUCAN  defended  the  principle  of  promotion  by 

selection. - The  Duke  of  SOMERSET  strongly  condemned  a 

system  which  might  enable  an  incapable  officer  to  be  entrusted  with 
the  lives  of  men  and  the  honour  of  the  country,  merely  because  be 
possessed  money.  The  public  interest  demanded  that  promotion 

should  go  by  selection. - Earl  GREY  thought  that  a  system  of 

selection  would  inevitably  lead  to  a  system  of  favouritism. - The 

Duke  of  CAMBRIDGE  said  he  still  retained  the  opinion  he  expressed 
before  the  commission  on  this  subject ;  but  whatever  decision  was 

arrived  at,  he  would  do  his  best  to  carry  out  the  plan  adopted. - 

The  bill  was  read  a  second  time,  as  was  the  marine  mutiny  bill. 


HOU8E  OP  COMMONS. 


Monday,  March  19. 

THE  BEVERLEY  ELECTION  COMMITTEE. 

The  chairman  of  this  committee  reported  that  Mr  J.  R.  Walker 
was  duly  elected,  and  that  several  electors  were  bribed  at  the  last 
election,  but  that  such  bribery  was  not  committed  by  Mr  Walker  or 
bis  agents. 

TURKISH  MEDAIA. 

Mr  COLLINS  asked  the  Secretary  of  State  for  War  when  the 
Turkish  silver  medals  which  had  been  received  from  the  Ottoman 
government  would  be  issued  to  those  officers  and  non-commissioned 
officers  entitled  to  the  same  who  were  now  serving  in  regiments  of 

militia  - Mr  S.  HERBERT  said  that  the  Turkish  medals  had  all 

gone  to  the  bottom  in  the  Pomona. 

VOLUNTEER  ADJUTANTS. 

Colonel  GREVILLE  asked  the  Secretary  of  State  for  War  if  it 
was  the  intention  of  the  government  to  sanction  the  appointment  of 

paid  adjutants  to  each  regiment  of  volunteers  ? - Mr  S.  HERBERT 

replied  in  the  affirmative. 

NICE  AND  SAVOY. 

Mr  KINGLAEE,  in  addressing  certain  questions  to  her  Majesty’s 
government  relative  to  an  appeal  made  by  the  Swiss  government  to 
the  powers  of  Europe,  and  also  to  the  despatch  wmch  Lord  J. 
Russell  had  stated  on  Friday  he  had  received  from  Count  Thouvenel, 
said  that  he  had  received  within  the  last  hour  and  a  half  a  telegram 
informing  him  that  the  Municipal  Council  of  Nice  desired  to  remain 
united  to  the  kingdom  of  Sardinia ;  or,  if  France  insisted  that  the 
annexation  of  Nice  to  Sardinia  was  incompatible  with  her  safety, 

Nice  wished  to  be  independent. - Lord  JOHN  RUSSELL,  in 

reply,  said  her  Majesty’s  government  had  not  received  the  Swiss 
note ;  and,  with  reference  to  the  other  inquiries,  he  asked  the  for¬ 
bearance  of  the  house,  observing  that  questions  of  this  nature  tended 
seriously  to  embarrass  the  government. 

THE  REFORM  BILL. 

On  the  order  for  the  second  reading  of  the  representation  of  the 
people  bill,  Mr  DISRAELI  observed  that  the  framers  of  this  bill  had 
claimed  for  it  the  merit  of  simplicity,  but  simplicity  was  of  an 
ambiguous  character.  The  end  proposed  by  the  bill  was  to  amend 
the  laws  relating  to  the  representation  of  the  people  in  England  and 
Wales,”  and  its  principles  were  the  extension  of  the  suffrage  in 
counties  and  boroughs,  and  a  new  distribution  of  parliamentary  seals  ; 
but  he  did  not  see  in  this  bill  any  allusion  to  the  primary  and  neces¬ 
sary  topics  of  registration  and  facilities  for  voting.  Its  omissions 
were,  indeed,  its  principal  features;  some  of  the  provisions  intimately 
connected  with  the  franchise  were  entirely  ignored.  With  reference 
to  its  first  principle,  the  extension  of  the  franchise  in  boroughs,  he 
remarked  that  the  late  government,  in  their  bill,  did  not  look  to 
numbers,  but  to  the  fitness  of  those  who  were  to  receive  the  suffrage ; 
this  was  not,  however,  the  principle  upon  which  the  present  govern¬ 
ment  bad  proceeded.  The  existing  borough  constituency  of  England 
was  440,000,  to  which  number  this  bill  would  add  217,000,  and 
this  addition  would  consist  almost  entirely  of  one  homogeneous  class. 
It  was  important  to  consider  how  this  new  constituency  must  act 
upon  the  old.  In  some  boroughs  the  constituency  would  be  trebled, 
in  others  doubled,  and  about  one-half  of  the  boroughs  would  be 
under  the  infiuence  of  the  new  class  about  to  be  enfranchised.  He 
wished  to  put  before  the  house  the  probable  result  of  these  facts. 
Had  the  new  class  shown  no  inclination  to  combine,  or  were  they 
incapable  of  organisation  ?  Quite  the  reverse.  The  working  classes 
of  this  country  had  shown  a  remarkable  talent  for  organisation,  and  a 
power  of  di^ipline  and  combination  inferior  to  none,  and  to  these 
classes  the  bill  was  about  to  give  predominant  power.  He  thought  a 
measure  which  founded  the  constituency  upon  the  principle  of  num¬ 
bers,  not  fitness,  and  which  added  200,000  electors,  composing  one 
homogeneous  class,  having  the  same  interest,  who  would  neut^ize 
the  voices  of  the  present  borough  constituency,  was  not  a  wise  and 
well-considered  (one.  The  next  principle  was  toe  reduction  of  the 
county  franebiw.  In  reducing  the  qualification  for  this  franchise 
one  consideration  should,  he  said,  be  observed ;  the  constituency 
should  be  fairly  connected  with  the  chief  property  and  the  chief 
industry  of  the  country.  This  great  consideration  was  not  observed 
if  freeholders  in  a  town,  where  .votes  might  be  split,  were  to  be 
allowed  to  vote  for  a  district  with  which  they  had  no  local  sympathy 
or  connexion.  Then  the  4  th  clause,  which  would  disfinanchise  a  great 
number  of  voters  for  counties,  would  greatly  reduce  toe  influence 
of  the  landed  interest,  and  he  objected  to  toe  bill  because  the  recon¬ 


struction  of  the  county  franchise  tended  to  diminifb  that  salutary  in¬ 
fluence.  The  third  principle  of  the  bill — the  redistribution  of 
parliamentary  seats,  he  objected  to  on  the  ground  that  it  went  too  far, 
or  not  far  enough,  and  that  it  was  radically  unsound.  Then  the 
question  was,  what  ought  to  be  done  ?  It  was  a  very  bad  bill :  he 
knew  only  two  meml^rs  who  approved  it, — its  author  and  the 
member  for  Birmingham.  His  opinion  was  that  by  the  bill  of  1869 
toe  franchise  would  have  been  more  extended  than  by  this  bill ;  but 
he  was  not  prepared  to  say  that  he  would  reject  the  bUl  upon  the 
second  reading.  He  hoped,  however,  that  ultimately  this  unesUed- 
for  and  mischievous  measure  would  bo  writhdrawn.— Mr 
LEATHAM  replied  to  some  of  the  objeotiona  offered  by  Mr 
Disraeli ;  at  too  same  time  he  pointed  out  what  be  regarded 
as  shortcomings  and  defects  in  too  bill.  He  regp^tted  that  it 
made  no  mention  of  the  ballot,  and  that  it  dealt  too  tenderly 

with  the  diminutive  constituencies. - Mr  BAILLIE  said,  if  the 

property  qualification  in  boroughs  were  abandoned,  be  should 
prefer  household  suffrage ;  and,  with  respect  to  counties,  be  ob¬ 
jected  to  reducing  the  franchise  so  low  as  lOL  He  oto'ect^,  like¬ 
wise,  to  the  retention  of  small  borough  franchises. - B^r  BAXTER 

believed  that  the  extending  of  the  franchise  to  the  woiidng  classes 
would  strengthen,  not  impair,  the  foundations  of  our  institutions. 
Those  classes  were  intelligent,  and  he  did  not  think  that  the  j^ple 
of  this  country  were  in  the  habit  of  voting  in  classes.  The  biU  bad, 
he  admitted,  defects.  He  objected  to  the  fourth  clause,  which 
required  the  building  occupied  jointly  with  land  to  be  of  the  value  of 
hi.  to  give  a  county  franchise ;  and  the  redistribution  of  seats  was  not, 
in  his  opinion,  satisfactory. - Mr  ROLT  said,  if  be  rightly  under¬ 

stood  this  measure,  it  made  a  large  step  towards  severing  the  represen¬ 
tation  of  the  people  from  the  property  of  the  country.  This  ne  took 
to  be  its  true  principle.  The  bUl  of  1 832  did  this  professedly,  and 
it  was  now  proposed  to  do  this  a  second  time  in  little  more  than  a 
quarter  of  a  century.  He  warned  the  house  that  they  could  not  stop 
at  this  point ;  they  must  proceed  to  household  suffrage,  and  then  to 
universal  suffrage.  An  example  of  this  step-by-step  legislation  and 
its  results  would  be  8«'en,  among  a  people  with  notions  akin  to  ours, 
in  the  state  of  New  York,  the  conventions  in  which  furnished  traces 
of  an  agrarian  law.  Tho  effect  of  the  American  system  upon  the 
executive  was  that  opinion  was  coloured  and  action  dictated  by  the 
masses,  while  the  legislature  was  represented  by  their  own  writers  to 
he  demoralised.  These  were  tho  results  of  reforming  their  constitu¬ 
tion  by  men  of  our  own  race,  and  be  thought  wo  should  take  some 
lessons  from  them.  If  this  measure  did,  as  he  believed  it  did, 
weaken  and  disturb  the  connexion  between  property  and  the  repre¬ 
sentation,  he  should  give  an  emphatic  ”  no  ”  to  the  motion  for  the 

second  r^ing. - Mr  CAMPBELL  doubted  how  far  the  measure 

could  attain  permanence ;  but  he  was  far  from  contending  that  the 
decision  of  the  house  should  depend  upon  that  consideration  alone. 
The  question  was,  whether  it  would  in  some  degree  lessen  the  most 
acknowledged  defects  of  the  reform  act.  He  pointed  out  some  of 
those  defects,  which  the  bill,  he  said,  did  not  remedy,  but  aggravated. 
The  evils  of  the  exclusion  from  the  house  of  distinguished  men  was 
extended  by  the  bill,  which  removed  twenty-five  seats  open  to  men 
of  parliamentary  ability,  while  it  retained  seats  not  so  accessible. 

- Mr  LIDDELL  proposed  to  consider  how  far  the  bill  corresponded 

to  a  rule  laid  down  by  Lord  John  Russell,  that  the  franchise  should 
be  conferred  upon  those  most  competent  to  exercise  it  faithfully,  and 
he  contended  that  the  bill  would  enfranchise  a  large  numW  of 
dependent  persons,  and  that  in  some  boroughs  it  would  throw  the 
representation  virtually  into  the  hands  of  paupers,  or  the  least 
wealthy,  independent,  or  educated  classes.  In  the  counties,  the 
reduction  of  the  qualification  would  work  a  material  eban^  in  the 
whole  character  of  the  constituency,  and  obliterate  the  distinction 

between  the  country  and  the  town  elements. - Mr  BRIGHT  said 

he  was  in  one  respect  in  the  same  condition  as  Mr  Disraeli ;  he  did 
not  desire  to  reject  the  second  reading  of  the  bill,  but  he  should 
not  endeavour  to  persuade  the  house  that  it  was  a  dangerous  and  fatal 
measure;  on  the  contrary,  though  anxious  for  a  good  measure  of 
Parliamentary  reform,  he  was  ready  to  make  dne  allowance  for  the 
difficulty  of  dealing  with  this  question.  It  was  evident  that  the  bill 
met  with  two  kinds  of  objeotors — one  who  thought  it  went  too  far ; 
another  who  wished  it  to  go  further.  He  did  not  oppoce  or  advocate 
it  upon  either  ground.  He  regarded  the  measure  as  the  fulfilment  of 
a  pledge  given  by  the  mvemment.  As  to  the  redistribution  of  seats, 
he  had  thought  it  would  be  better  that  the  reform  should  be  by  steps, 
and  this  was  a  bill  for  reducing  the  franchise  in  counties  and 
boroughs ;  it  did  not  settle  the  question  of  disfranchisement,  or  the 
transfer  of  seats ;  it  rather  unsettled  it.  If  it  passed,  it  would  not 
add  more  than  160,000  to  the  borough  constituency.  And  how  many 
of  these  would  be  working  men  i  Not  more  than  100,000 ,  and  how 
could  it  then  be  said  that  they  would  swamp  the  other  clssscs  ?  The 
objection  that  the  measure  did  not  go  fru*  enough  was  more  difficult 
to  answer,  and  was  a  rational  objection.  He  thought  this  parsimony 
on  the  part  of  the  bouse  was  a  mistake ;  that  the  character  of  the 
lower  clssses  would  justify  a  more  liberal  view  of  the  matter.  But 
if  300,000  or  400,000  were  admitted  to  the  franchise,  he  could  not 
refuse  the  measure,  because  in  his  opinion  these  numbmrs  ought  to  be 
doubled.  He  thought  the  bill  failed  in  certain  points.  He  objected 
to  the  ratenaying  clauses,  to  the  4th  clause,  and  to  other  detoila  of 
the  bill.  With  regard  to  the  ballot,  that  question  would  be  brought 
under  consideration  upon  a  future  occasion,  and  he  was  convinced 
that,  under  this  bill,  there  would  be  a  stiU  mater  necessity  for  that 
measure.  Upon  the  whole,  he  urged  upon  the  other  side  that,  under 
the  circumstances  of  the  country,  it  was  their  duty  as  well  as  their 

interest  to  accept  the  bill. - After  some  remarks  by  Mr  KNIGHT- 

LEY  in  opposition  to  the  bill,  the  debate,  on  the  motion  of  Mr

She  waa 
told  that  if  she  had  done  this  she  must  have  injured  herself  very 
much,  and  the  prisoner  then  said  that  she  had  mixed  it  with  the 
portion  that  was  left  of  that  which  bad  been  originally  supplied  to  her, 
imd  she  made  one  or  two  other  contradictory  statements  with  regard 
to  the  manner  in  which  she  bad  disposed  of  the  poisonous  ingredient. 
Upon  a  po6t>mortem  examination  of  the  child,  hy  the  medical 
officers  of  the  union,  the  cause  of  death  was  discovered  to  be  violent 
infiammatiod  of  the  small  intestines,  and  there  were  unmistakeable 
indications  of  the  exhibition  of  some  violent  irritant,  and  the  stomach 
and  other  portions  of  the  body  wore  sent  to  Dr  Taylor  for  analysis. 
The  result  was  that  he  discovered  the  presence  of  white  precipitate 
in  the  gullet  and  other  P&rts  of  the  hodv,  to  the  extent  of  two  grains. 
Dr  Miller,  of  King's  College  Hospital,  also  made  an  independent 
examination  of  other  portions  of  ^e  body  of  the  deceased  infant, 
and  he  came  to  the  same  conclusion  with  regard  to  the  cause  of  death 
as  Dr  Taylor,  and  Dr  Pavey,  of  Guy’s  Hospital,  gave  evidence  to  the 
same  effect.  The  jury  returned  a  verdict  of  “  Guilty,”  and  the  chief 
justice  said  he  considered  justice  would  be  satisfied  by  his  merely 
ordering  judgment  of  death  to  be  recorded  against  her.  A  verdict  of 
“  Not  Guilty”  was  then  taken  upon  the  cha^  of  murder.

It  has  been  determined  to  make  up  a  mail  in  the  General  Post 
Office,  for  the  Channel  Islands,  on  Wednesday,  to  be  sent  vik  Wey¬ 
mouth. 

There  is  a  rumour  current  (says  the  North  British  Daily  Mail), 
which  i*  stated  to  be  correct,  that  the  two  youngest  sons  of  the  Duke 
of  Buccleuch  have  followed  their  maternal  relative,  and  gone  over  to 
the  Church  of  Rome.

ACCIDENTS  AND  OCCURRENCES. 

The  Mortality  on  Board  the  Great  Tasmania. — An  inquiry, 
which  the  Indian  Council  have  desired  should  be  investigated  in  the 
strictest  manner,  has  been  opened  this  week  at  Liverpool  before  the 
coroner  of  that  borough,  to  ascertain  the  cause  of  death  of  several 
soldiers  during  the  passage  from  India  by  the  ship  Great  Tasmania, 
which  left  Calcutta  on  the  9th  of  November  last,  and  arrived  in  the 
Mersey  on  the  15th  inst.  It  appears  from  the  evidence  that  above 
960  men,  17  women,  and  21  children,  the  first  consisting  of  drafts  from 
nearly  every  regiment  in  India,  embarked  on  the  date  mentioned  at 
Calcutta,  a  contract  having  been  previously  entered  into  with  the 
owners  of  the  Great  Tasmania  to  convey  them  at  the  rate  of  71.  a  head 
to  this  country.  Government  providing  the  necessary  stores.  It  is  stated 
that  a  lot  of  old  stores  lying  at  Fort  William,  considered  unfit  for  use 
there,  were  thought  good  enough  for  discharged  soldiers,  and  accord¬ 
ingly  placed  on  board  for  their  provender.  The  men  themselves  were 
very  unfit  for  a  long  sea  voyage.  Previous  to  embarkation  they  were 
a  fortnight  at  Chinsurah,  and  during  that  time  there  was  one  continued 
scene  of  drunkenness.  On  several  occasions  some  of  them  were  so 
inebriated  that  they  were  unable  to  parade,  while  some  had  sold  their 
clothes  and  all  they  could  possibly  lay  hold  of  to  buy  liquor.  The 
seijeant-major  who  kept  the  canteen,  deriving  an  enormous  profit  from 
it,  offered  every  possible  allurement  to  the  wretched  men  to  spend 
their  last  farthing  with  him.  This  we  have  on  the  testimony  of 
Lieut.  Goschen,  of  the  3rd  Bengal  European  Regiment  of  Foot,  who 
accompanied  the  men  on  their  voyage,  and  was  well  able  to  speak  as 
to  their  condition  on  embarking  and  on  their  dismal  passage  to  this 
country.  In  this  drunken,  half-naked  state,  however,  the  men  were 
harried  on  board,  to  the  number  of  nearly  a  thousand  of  them,  with 
one  surgeon  and  a  dispenser  on  board,  to  attend  to  any  case  of  illness. 
The  real  misery  soon  commenced.  About  ten  days  or  a  fortnight  after 
the  vessel  had  left  Calcutta  the  beef  was  found  to  be  bad,  and  was 
condemned  by  a  committee  of  two  officers  and  the  surgeon.  The 
beer,  which  was  of  short  measure  and  sour,  was  flung  overboard.  In 
December  36,0001b.  of  biscuits  condemned  were  likewise  thrown  over¬ 
board,  with  the  exception  of  a  port  kept  for  ballast.  The  lime  juice 
subsequently  proved  bad,  the  supply  of  water  fuled,  and  the  men  and 
officers  (twenty  of  the  latter  were  on  board)  were  put  on  a  reduced 
allowance  of  water.  Shortly  after  the  tea  and  coffee  allowance  was 
also  reduced,  and  the  allowance  of  meat  shortened.  On  the  6th  of 
March  the  issue  of  beer  and  grog  was  stopped,  a  dram  of  wine  being 
substituted.  For  these  supplies,  limited  as  they  were,  the  passengers 
were  indebted  to  the  fresh  stores  received  at  St  Helena,  where  the 
Tasmania  put  in  in  the  course  of  her  voyage.  All  this  time,  while 
the  men  were  short  allowanced,  on  bad  provisions,  and  lying  about 
half-naked  on  the  bare  boards,  disease  was  rapidly  spreading  its 
ravages.  First  dysentery  in  its  most  virulent  forms,  and  then  scurvy 
appeared.  Three  hundred  patients  were  down  at  a  time.  Seventy 
had  died  on  the  voyage,  after  the  most  intense  suffering,  and  four  since 
their  arrival  in  Liverpool,  All  that  humanity,  energy,  and  intelligence 
could  suggest  was  done  for  the  poor  fellows  Immediately  on  tbe  arrival 
of  the  ship  in  the  Mersey.  Half-naked  as  many  of  them  were,  they 
were  removed  to  the  workhouse — some  in  spring  vans  and  some  in 
cabs.  One  of  them,  named  Beach,  died  in  the  cart  while  being  con¬ 
veyed  to  the  workhouse,  and  it  was  found  that  all  the  clothing  he  had 
on  him  barely  weighed  lib.  I5oz.  He  was  without  shoes  and  stockings, 
and  was  reduced  to  a  complete  skeleton.  One  hundred  and  thirty 
of  these  unhappy  men  are  now  in  the  Liverpool  workhouse.  Ihe 
inquest  was  held  on  Beach  and  those  who  died  since  the  vessel  anchored 
in  the  Mersey,  and  the  verdict  was  us  follows :  “  That  Thomas  Beach 
died  from  natural  causes,  and  that  his  death  was  accelerated  by  neces¬ 
sary  removal  to  the  workhouse.”  In  the  case  of  the  other  six  they 
found  that  they  “  died  of  scurvy,  brought  on  hy  bad  food  and  exposure 
to  cold  on  boaid  ship.”  The  jury  further  found,  “  That  the  provision* 
supplied  by  the  Government  as  stores  for  the  use  of  the  troops  were 
bad,  and  unfit  for  human  food,  with  the  exception  of  the  tea,  {wrk, 
pickles,  and  rice.  That  there  was  an  entire  absence  of  proper  disin¬ 
fectants,  and  that  the  lime  juice  bad  lost  its  medicinal  properties  when 
put  on  board.  That  the  officers  who  signed  the  *  General  luspection 
Report  ’  are  the  culpable  parties,  so  far  as  the  quality  of  the  stores  is 
concerned.  That  the  captain  and  officers  of  the  ship  are  entirely  free 
from  blame,  and  that  the  ship's  contract  was  satisfactorily  fulfilled. 
That  the  military  officers  and  the  surgeon  did  their  best,  under  tbe 
circumstances  in  which  they  were  placed,  to  promote  \he  health  of  the 
men  under  their  charge.”  The  foreman  also  made  the  following  pre¬ 
sentment  on  behalf  of  tbe  jury :  “  The  jury  think  it  an  imperative 
duty  to  urge  upon  the  Government  the  necessity  of  such  a  change  in 
the  system  of  military  inspection  and  supply  of  clothing  before  soldier* 
leave  India  or  any  other  foreign  country,  whether  they  are  still  in  tbe 
service  or  have  bad  their  discharge  and  are  receiving  a  Government 
passage  home,  as  shall  prevent  men  in  future  arriving  in  England  in 
cold  weather  so  insufficiently  clothed  as  the  men  who  have  arrived  by 
tbe  Great  Tasmania.” 


ASSIZE  INTELLIGENCE. 

Charge  op  Emrezzlement  against  a  Clergyman. — At  Derby, 
on  tbe  19th  ult.,  the  Rev.  Henry  Godden  Garrett,  late  curate  of 
Chesterfield,  Derbyshire,  was  charged  with  taking  and  converting  to 
bis  own  use  18/.  3s.  9d.,  the  property  of  the  Rev.  G.  Butt,  vicar  of 
Chesterfield,  which  money  bad  been  collected  in  the  parish  church, 
in  aid  of  tbe  Church  Missionary  Society,  and  entrusted  to  him. 
Evidence  having  been  gone  into,  Mr  Justice  Willes  said  be  was  of 
opinion  that  it  was  a  case  of  civil  liability,  and  not  one  for  a  criminal 
prosecution.  Prisoner  had  done  an  act  of  which  he  ought  to  he 
ashamed,  but  which  clearly  did  not  come  within  tbe  act  of  parlia¬ 
ment.  The  prisoner  acted  as  treasurer  to  the  society,  and  the  parent 
society  ought  to  have  made  him  pay  it  in  a  civil  court.  Under  the  whole 
of  the  circumstances,  the  prisoner  must  be  acquitted  on  this  charge. 
There  was  a  second  charge  for  stealing  10s.,  the  property  of  ^e 
clothing  club,  but  Mr  Poden  declined  to  offer  any  evidence.  His 
Lordship  said  the  jury  would  return  a  verdict  of  “Not  guilty;”  at 
the  same  time  they  could  not  hut  lament  to  see  a  clergyman  placed  in 
such  a  disgraceful  position.  The  prisoner  then  left  tbe  dock ;  but  as 
he  was  going  out  of  the  court-door  ho  was  apprehended  on  a  charge 
of  embezzlement  at  Cardiff. 

Alleged  Child-Murder.  —  At  Lewes,  on  tbe  2l8t,  Hannah 
Moore,  aged  twenty,  a  diminutive  girl,  was  placed  at  the  bu  to  plead 
to  an  indictment  which  charged  her  with  the  wilful  murder  of  her 
illegitimate  child.  There  was  a  second  indictment  against  tbe 
prisoner,  which  charged  her  with  feloniously  administering  to  the 
same  child  a  large  quantity  of  deadly  poison,  called  white  precipitate, 
with  intent  to  murder  it.  When  first  called  upon  to  say  whether  she 
was  guilty  or  not  guilty,  she  replied,  in  a  low  voice,  “  Guilty,”  but 
being  advised  by  Ixird  Chief  J nstice  Erie  to. plead  “  Not  guilty,”  the 
trial  went  on,  the  prisoner  being  tried  on  the  second  indictment.  It 
appeared  that  tbe  prisoner  was  legally  chargeable  to  the  Petworth 
Union,  and,  on  the  17th  Nov.  last,  was  admitted  into  the  workhouse 
with  the  child  in  question,  which  was  then  about  two  months  old. 
She  was  in  a  very  miserable  and  dirty  condition,  and  very  soon  after 
her  admission  to  tbe  workhouse  she  was  supplied  with  a  preparation 
of  mercury  known  as  white  precipitate,  mixed  with  lead,  for  the 
purpose  of  cleansing  her  head.  This  preparation,  it  appeared,  was 
used  twice  by  her,  and  the  remainder,  which  according  to  the  evi¬ 
dence  consisted  of  about  the  quantity  of  the  size  of  a  walnut,  was 

Placed  on  a  window-frame  in  one  of  the  wards  of  the  workhouse. 

'he  child  appeared  to  be  tolerably  healthy  when  it  came  into  tbe 
workhouse,  and  nothing  was  observed  to  be  the  matter  with  it  except 
the  ordinary  ailments  to  which  children  of  tender  age  are  subject. 
Nothing  particular  occurred  until  the  20th  Dec.,  and  on  the  morning 
of  that  day  tbe  child  appeared  to  be  in  good  health.  In  the  course  of 
the  afternoon  the  prisoner  asked  one  of  the  nurses,  who  was  employed 
as  a  sort  of  porteress,  to  buy  her  a  pennyworth  of  white  precipitate 
jmwder.  She  did  so,  and  gave  it  to  the  prisoner,  the  quantity  con¬ 
sisting  of  about  twenty  gnins,  and  the  paper  in  which  it  was 
wrapped  up  having  upon  it  in  large  letters  the  word  “  Poison.” 
There  was  no  doubt,  from  the  use  that  had  formerly  been  made  of 
the  powder,  that  the  prisoner  was  perfectly  well  aware  of  its  deadly 
character ;  and  it  was  one  of  the  circumstances  strongly  pressed 
against  her  that  she  had  no  necessity  to  buy  such  an  ingredient,  as 
she  could  have  obtained  any  quantity  that  was  required  by  applying 
to  the  medical  officer  of  the  workhouse.  In  the  course  of  tne  evening 
of  the  same  day  that  the  prisoner  had  obtained  the  white  precipitate 
under  the  circumstances  stated,  some  arrowroot  was  administer^  to 
the  child  by  the  prisoner,  and  immediately  after  taking  it  he  was 
violently  sick,  and  during  the  night  the  poor  infant  was  heard  to 
make  several  peculiar  shrieks,  as  though  it  was  in  great  agony.  On 
tbe  following  morning  the  child  was  found  to  be  dreadfully  ill,  and, 
according  to  the  evidence  of  some  of  the  witnesses,  it  had  become 
“  quite  an  old  man  ”  during  the  night,  and  its  appearance  had  under¬ 
gone  the  most  extraordinary  change.  It  continued  sinking  during  the 
whole  of  that  day,  and  expired  on  the  following  morning.  It  would 
SMm  that  the  circumstances  attending  the  death  were  such  as  to  imme¬ 
diately  create  suspicion  in  the  minds  of  the  authorities  of  the  union, 
and  the  prisoner  was  told  hy  the  matron  of  the  workhouse  that  the 
child  oould  not  he  buried  without  further  inquiry,  as  there  was  a 
strong  suspicion  that  she  had  given  it  something  wrong.  The

Tbe  two  concluding  volumes  of  Mr  Thomas  Carlyle’s  *  History  of 
Friedrich  the  Second  of  Prussia,  called  Frederick  the  Great,’  nave 
just  been  sent  to  press.  They  will  be  published  by  Messrs  Chapman 
and  Hall  about  tbe  beginning  of  tbe  next  seaaon. 

The  medical  students  of  University  College,  London,  held  a  fully 
attended  meeting  on  the  16th  instant,  to  expreaa  their  aympathy  with 
the  Poor  Law  Medical  Reform.  It  was  resolved  to  petition  parliament 
to  amend  the  laws  at  present  in  operation,  and  alao  to  collect  funds 
for  maintaining  the  movement. 

Tbe  Dover  Expreaa  announced  that  prayers  would  be  offered  Isst 
Sunday  in  all  the  garriaon  chapela  in  behalf  of  Mias  Nightingale, 
who  it  aeriously  ill. 

Mr  Oye  haa  granted  tbe  free  iiae  of  tbe  Theatre  Royal,  Covent 
Garden,  for  a  l^nefit  in  aid  of  the  funds  of  tbe  Royal  Dramatic 
College,  on  Thursday,  the  29th  instant. 

Mr  and  Mrs  Kean  appeared  at  the  Theatre  Royal,  Dundee,  last 
week.  Their  Scottish  tour  has  been  uniformly  of  the  most  succenful 
nature.  On  Frid^  evening  they  closed  their  recent  brilliant  en¬ 
gagement  at  the  Queen’s  Theatre,  Edinburgh.  The  house  was  an 
immenae  one,  the  passages  being  crowded  to  overflow ;  and  even  the 
orobeatral  seats  were  invaded  by  the  audience,  the  musicians  having 
to  perform  behind  the  curtain  between  tbe  acts.

Tlie  Custom  house  official  return  gives  an  entry  of  310  ozuii,  233 
calves,  1,034  sheep,  and  17  horses,  making  a  total  of  3,714  head,  agsinat  3,823 
head  at  the  corresponding  period  of  last  year,  and  1,600  in  1838. 

There  was  a  better  supply  of  meat  at  this  irarket  to  day,  wliile,  at  the  same 
time,  the  dead  meat  markets  were  heavily  supplied.  The  effect  upon  the  live 
meat  trade,  iherefore,  was  to  check  business. 

The  beef  trade  was  Tory  slow,  and  prires  rather  lower,  except  in  a  few  cases 
for  the  best  quality,  for  which  last  week’s  prices  were  maintained,  but  genera  ly 
speaking  ihe  top  iirico  was  4s.  8d.  per  stone,  and  infer  or  .ts.  4d. 

There  wa^  a  large  »upply  of  mntton.  tlie  nntiiber  of  sheep  on  sale  being  upwards 
of  21,000  head.  The  stale  of  trade  was  exceedingly  dull,  but  the  late  heavy  rise 
in  prices  was  generally  realised,  and  the  quotations  to-dsy  must  again  be  given 
at  48.  4d.  to  5s.  8d.  per  stone. 

Veal  was  cheaper,  with  a  fairish  trade,  and  pork  was  much  the  same  as  usual. 

Tbdisdat.— The  market  to-day  was  supplied  with  rather  a  short  supply  of 
beasts,  but  of  sheep  there  was  about  an  average  number  for  Thursday’s  market. 
Of  calves  and  pigs  there  were  a  good  many  on  sale.  Trade  generally  ruled  much 
the  same  as  on  Monday  last,  the  beef  and  mutton  being  esperially  heavy  ;  bur, 
notwithstanding,  prevlotu  rates  were  in  most  instances  obtained.  Veal  and  pork 
were  firm,  although  less  in  demand.
